Ontario Premier William Davis said Saturday he 
does not believe in a Toronto Star poll published earlier 
in the day which show’s the Progressive Conservative 
lead shrinking and a resurgence by the Liberals in 
popular support for Thursday’s provincial election.

The Star poll says the Con¬ 
servatives have 37 per cent of 
popular support, .the Liberals 
33 per cent and the NDP 30. 

The survey found 17 per 
cent were undecided and 14 
per cent declined to say how 
they would vote. 

In 1S73, a minority Conser¬ 
vative government was elect¬ 
ed with 36 per cent of the 
vote. The Liberals had 34 per 
cent and the NDP 29 in the 
last election. 

"We are optimistic and an¬ 
ticipate with confidence the 
judgment of the people on 
June 9.” Davis said Saturday 
in an interview in Fergus, 
about 15 miles north of 
Guelph.

Davis said the Tory poll vs as 
done more frequently and 
took a large sample of the 
electorate. He said that there 
was much variance between 
the Star poll and his party’s 
but declined to give numbers. 

"I would suggest the Star 
ask for Its money back or pay 
with a cheque post-dated aftqr 
June 10."

ety for future generations. 

Smith said if polls must be 
conducted, it is best to do bet¬ 
ter than worse. In the last 
poll, the Liberals were a poor 
third to the other two parties.

Train hostages ‘fairly good’ 


ASSEN. The Netherlands 
(AP) — Two South Moluccan 
mediators who boarded a hi¬ 
jacked train Saturday report¬ 
ed they have obtained assur¬ 
ances from South Moluccan 
terrorists that 55 hostages are 
"in fairly good condition.” 

Mediators Josina Soumokil 
and Dr. Hassan Tan spent 
about six hours on the train 
talking with the terrorists in 
an attempt to end the 12-day 
siege. Later they went to the 
siege centre in Assen and re¬ 
ported to Dutch authorities, 


said Toos Faber, a justice 
ministry spokesman. 

Mrs. Soumokil is the widow 
of a South Moluccan guerrilla 
leader and Tan is a former 
minister in the self-styled Mo- 
luccan govemment-in-exile. 

Justice ministry spokesman 
Wim van Leeuwen said a re¬ 
port of what the mediators 
said was sent to The Hague 
where Premier Joop den Uyl 
and other ministers were in 
emergency session. 

He toM reporters the media¬ 
tors walked through the sec¬ 


tion of the train where the hos¬ 
tages were held but did not 
speak to them. 

Mrs. Faber said there was 
no decision on when the next 
meeting will take place. Re- 
1 erring to the two intermedi¬ 
aries as "contact persons," 
she said Tan relayed the re¬ 
port on the condition of the 
hostages. 

Mrs. Faber quoted Tan as 
saying the terrorists reported 
they are giving the best of 
care to a 23-year-old woman 
who is seven months preg¬ 


nant. They told Tan she had 
been given her own compart¬ 
ment on the train. 

There was no indication if 
the mediators have made any 
progress toward ending the 
siege that began May 23 when 
one band ol armed Moluccans 
seized the train while another 
seized a school house at Bo- 
vensmllde on the outskirts of 
Assen. Four Moluccans con- 
tinuea to hold four teachers 
hostage at the school, but 
they were not directly in¬ 
volved in the negotiations. 


LONDON — A foimer 
member of Uganda’s cabi¬ 
net has charged that 
Anglican Archbishop Jon- 
ani Luwum and Entebbe 
hijack hostage Dora Bloch 
were murdered by the 
regime of President Idi 
Amin. 

In an interview with 
The Sunday Times, for¬ 
mer Health Minister 
Henry Kyemba, who has 
defected to Britain, said 
he saw the bullet-riddled 
bodies of the archbishop 
and two arrested cabinet 
ministers in February.

that there was no advance in¬ 
dication that the vessel would 
run into trouble. 

AJ1 128 passengers and crew 
were rescued early Friday 
after the vessel sank 68 miles 
north of Newfoundland’s 
northern tip. a position-about 
18 miles off Square Island on 
the southern Labrador coasi. 
Water in the area is 480 feet 
deep. 

Investigators so far have 
yet to determine the cause of 
the sinking. 

Hinks, who first went to sea 
in 1936, said he agreed to the 
interview to correct "false” 
reports being circulated that 
the vessel hit an iceberg. 

He said he fears that the 
mention of an iceberg in pub¬ 
lished reports of the sinking 
would be associated forever 
with the loss of the ship which 
had been making her first run 
of the season from 9t. John’s 
to Goose Bay in Labrador. 

The initial report that the 
ferry had hit^ an iceberg came 
from CN public relations 
man Roger Cameron in Monc-

“All three had been 
shot at close range sev¬ 
eral times,” Kyemba said. 
"The archbishop had been 
shot through the mouth 
and the chest three or 
four times.” 


Kyemba also told the news- 
pafjer he was "unwittingly re¬ 
sponsible for the tragic and 
brutal death of Mrs. Dora 
Bloch in Uganda last year." 

Mrs. Bloch, a British citizen, 
had collapsed while being 
held hostage by Palestinian 
guerrillas aboard an Air 
France jet at Entebbe Airjxnl 
with 105 other airline passen¬ 
gers. 

She wm admitted July 2, 
1976, to Mulago Hospital in 
Kampala, and because she re¬ 
covered quickly, Kyemba 
said, he could have dis¬ 
charged her the next night. 

"Instead, as an act of ill- 
fated kindness, I decided to 
let her s|>end one last night in 
the comfort of a bed. She was, 
after all, 73 years old, and the 
Iiostages were sleeping on the 
stone floor of the old airport 
building. 

"But that was the night of 
the famous raid on Entebbe 
by Israeli commandos. 

‘‘Before another day 
passed, Mrs. Blofch had been 
murdered to satisfy the pres¬ 
ident’s lust for vengeance." 
Kyemba said. 

On July 4, special Ugandan 
police agents arrived, pulled 
her out of bed and dragged 
her down three floors, Kyem-. 
ba said. 

"At the age <& 73. she could 
only walk with difficulty and 
the walking stick she normal¬ 
ly used was left behind in her 
room. She virtually fell down 
six flights of stairs." he said. 

After beinjg^ dragged 
through corridors where pa¬ 
tients awaited treatment, she 
was taken away in a car,

CHICAGO (UPI) - Rioting, 
looting and gunfire broke out 
during the annual Puerto 
Rican Day celebration Satur¬ 
day leaving at least two per- 
sens dead, 60 others injured, 
including at least 22 police¬ 
men. 

Authorities sajd at least 
seven pei sons were shol. 

"It’s chaos out there," a po¬ 
lice sjiokesman said. 

More tnan 1,000 persons 
were gathered in Humboldt 
Park on ihe northwest -sidb. 
hurling bricks and bottles at 
some 250 police in riot gear 
who sealed off the park ^nd 
tried to disperse the crowd. s 

Police helicopters flew over 
the area, directing search¬ 
lights in a search for rooftop 
snipers. 

A number of cars, including 
two police vehicles, were 
overturned and burned by the 
mob, more than 200 of whom 
were looting stores along Di¬ 
vision Street. The streets 
were spraved with broken 
glass and five hours after the 
melee erupted at 6 p.m. it 
showed little signs of abating. 

A nearby police station re¬ 
ported its jail was filled to ca¬ 
pacity. 

"Il’s going to get worse and 
we can only pray for rain," 
said Lt. Edward Wodnteld as 
darkness fell.

(UPI) — Vandals were 
blamed Saturday for tun¬ 
neling about 20,000 gallons 
of chemical waste into 
this city's water supply 
and forcing the temporary 
evacuation of about 800 
persons from their homes. 

A mixture of oil sludge, 
w'aste water and ether 
derivative was loosed 
from six storage tanks at 
the Destructo Chemway 
Co., late Friday night, 
and found its way into the 
town reservoir. Fumes 
from the chemicals forced 
the evacuation of homes 
in a • 2^-mile radius 
around the plant. 

Area residents said the 
eye-stinging fumes were 
caused by the ether deri¬ 
vative. and the odor was 
described as similar to 
that of teai’ gas. 

Mrs. Barbara Overman, 
w'ho lives about a mile 
from the plant, said her 
family began smelling the 
fumes around 11:30 p.m. 
and finally left the house 
about 1:15 a.m. 

"Our eyes were burning 
and it was hard to 
breathe,” she said. "They 
(the firemen) came and 
told us they thought it 
would be better for us to 
get in our truck because it . 
was airtight and we could 
breathe better. We did 
that, but it finally got so 
bad w'e decided to get out 
of the territory." 

Plant manager Howard 
Jackson and sheriff’s de¬ 
partment deputies believe 
the spill was caused by 
vandals who scaled a six- 
foot chain link fence and 
tampered with drain val¬ 
ves on the tanks. 

"It was sabotage, or 
something," said Jackson. 
"Whoever did it knew 
what they were doing.” 

The city of about 15,000, 
located 10 miles from 
Winston-Salem, switched 
to a backup reservoir to 
meet water needs until 
tests could be conducted. 

The fumes dissipated 
and by Saturday morning 
residents returned to their 
homes. *

Kyemba said, and he called 
Amin to inquire about the in¬ 
cident.

as regards public opinion,”

„ position in Britain to Amin’s 
coming here for the Common¬ 
wealth conference next- week 
and the observance of Queen 
Elizabeth’s silver jubilee. 

The Times said Kyemba 
had headed the Ugandan dele¬ 
gation to the World Health Or¬ 
ganization conference in Gen¬ 
eva. 


“I knew It was orily a ques¬ 
tion of time before I was due 
to he killed.” the newspaper 
quotes the 37-year-old official 
as saying.

He said the international 
definition of an iceberg is a 
mass of ice extending to five 
yards or more above water 
surface. 

Icepans are understood here 
to’ be mostly flat-topped 
masses of floating ice that ex¬ 
tend less than five yards 
above the surface of water. 
Also, unlike icebergs, icepans 
are not necessarily pieces of 
glaciers. They are understood 
to be bits left over from fro¬ 
zen Arctic waters. 

It was still daylight when 
the ship began taking water. 

Hinks said there was no 
crash or sound of the ship hit¬ 
ting anything. 


TV squabble cuts short 
Silver Jubilee coverage 


I/1NDON (UPI). — Stay-at- 
home Britons missed much of 
the excitement of the king¬ 
dom’s greatest party since the 
last coronation when .’>4 girls, 
pushing for higher pay. kept 
Saturday’s television cover¬ 
age to a smidgen of what had 
been planned. 

The Independent Television 
Network had planned 60 out¬ 
side cameras to catch Queen 
Elizabeth’s ride through the 
streets to St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and a later walk through part 
of the City of London, high¬ 
lights of spectacular celebra¬ 
tions to mark her Silver Jubi¬ 
lee. 

The girls at the ITV com¬ 
pany. Thames television, de¬ 
manding extra pay for work¬ 
ing new editing systems, 
forced cancellation of Jubilee 
highlights coverage, the most 
extensive coverage ever at¬ 
tempted by the network. 

TV coverage by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, on 
a lesser scale, would go on as 


scheduled, a BBC spokesman 
said. 

During the day, Britons put 
out more flags and built bon¬ 
fires throughout the kingdom. 

Friends and foes, ancient 
and modern, paid homage to 
Elizabeth who ascended the 
throne 25 years ago and 
reigned over a generation 
which has seen the breakup of 
dhe of the world’s greatest 
empires and the collapse of 
one of its strongest econo¬ 
mies. 

The queen herself planned a 
quiet weekend at Windsor 
Castle while preparing for the 
busiest seven days of her 
reign. More than three million 
visitors poured into Izondon 
awash with red, white and 
blue bunting. 

Jubilee fever saw most Brit¬ 
ons spilling into the streets 
and parks determined to 
enjoy themselves and forget 
their worries over the rising 
cost of living, the sinking 
pound and unemployment. A 


total of 5,000 street parties 
were planned in London 
alone. 

Britons showed their loyalty 
to the queen in every conceiv¬ 
able form. Terry Connor, a 38 
year-old marl carrier, finished 
painting the curbstone along 
his street in Fulham in the 
national colors — red, white 
and blue. 

But down in Essex, vil¬ 
lagers at Moreton who lid the 
same thing set off in angry 
pursuit of council officials 
who painted them all white 
again. 

Distressed readers of The 
Times newspaper wrote let¬ 
ters complaining about the 
number of Union Jacks being 
flown upside down. I^ondon’s 
v special fleet of silver-painted 
Jubilee buses were stuck in 
traffic jams in the city, made 
wopse Saturd&y by hordes of 
football fans from Scotland 
swarming through the streets 
for the British championship 
match, against England.

A diet lacking in red 
meats w-ill also produce light 
stool, which in that case 
would be normal.

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He said six lifeboats and 
two liferafts were but into the 
water when the decision was 
made to abandon ship. Capac¬ 
ity of the lifeboats was more 
than enough for everybody 
aboard but the rafts were put 
over the side as an additional 
precaution. The weather was 
clear with little wind. 

About three hours later the 
ship went v down, bow first, 
then, wijh the stern in the air, 
turned upside down and disap¬ 
peared. 

“It was a sad sight,” the 
captain said. ° 

He said the f>assengers be¬ 
haved admirably and there 
was no panic. Passengers in- 
t terviewed earlier had praised 
’ the efficiency of the cap¬ 
tain and his crew in launching 
the boats, and rafts and get¬ 
ting everybody away from the 
ship. 

“I can't have enough praise 
for the search and rescue,” 
the 4 captain said, referring to 
claims from some quarters 
that search and rescue offici¬ 
als wore slow to respond. 

“The first plane got out to 
us before she 9ank.” 

Two rescue helicopters and 
the icebreaker sir Humphrey 
Gilbert had picked up all 128 
by about 5:30 a.m. local time 
'Friday. They were taken to 
St. Anthony and Mary’s Har¬ 
bour on the Labrador coast 
and later flown to St. John’s. 

The Carson, classed as an 
icebreaker by Canadian ship¬ 
ping authorities, was well 
known during her years of 
service between North Sydney 
and Port aux Basques for her 
ability to move through heavy 
ice. 

The vessel began the North 
Sydnev-Port aux Basques run 
in 1958. 

I^ast year she was taken off 
the run and assigned to the 
Newfoundland-Labrador ser¬ 
vice. Her last annual refit 
was in December. 

CauAe of her sinking may 
never he known. Hinks said 
inquiries so far have discov¬ 
ered no evidence of what 
caused her to begin taking 
water.

Police said the riot ap¬ 
parently began as a gang 
fight. • 

A police spokesman said the 
riot began when a man shot 
at two patrolmen. He said the 
shots missed the officers but 
struck and killed another 
man 

Officers who had been pa¬ 
trolling the park moved in to 
break up the fight and shot 
and killed the gunman, the 
spokesmi n said. 

Within minutes, hundreds in 
the park began fighting - 
among themselves and with 
police. ^ 

The police spokesman said 
the dead men may have been 
members of the I^tin King 
street gang. 

Twenty pol icemen were 
treated for cuts and abrasions 
at ’ St. Mary' Hospital, a 
spokesman said. One was list¬ 
ed in good condition with lac¬ 
erations to his right hand. He 
was to undergo surgery' today. 

Eleven olher persons were 
treated for Injuries at St. 
Mary, including a local CBS 
radio reporter, Frank Gren- 
ard, who suffered cuts when 
attacked by the mob. A 
spokesman said a 10-month- 
old baby was treated for inju¬ 
ries caused by a firecracker 
explosion.

The Times account said that 
as health minister. Kyemba 
went to the Morgue at Mula- 
go Hospital to confirm his 
suspicions about the deaths of 
Luwum. 52, and the two min¬ 
isters who. by official Ugan¬ 
dan account, had died in a car 
accident when they tried to 
overpower the driver to es¬ 
cape. 

“All three had been shot at 
very close range,” Kyemba is 
quoted as saying. 

The Ugandan government 
alleged at the time that the 


archbishop was implicated in- 
a plot against the secunty of 
Uganda. The two members 
who were arrested were Inter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Arphaxed 
• Charles) Oboth-Ofumbi and 
Lt .-Col. Erinayo Wilson 
Coryema, minister of land 
and water resources. They 
were arrested pending what 
Ugandan authorities said was 
an “investigation into their 
role in the plan to create 
chaos in the country.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Carter administration has 
quietly advised the white- 
minority regimes of South 
Africa and Rhodesia to yield 
power to their black majori¬ 
ties or risk all-out race war. 

"The days of white suprem¬ 
acy in Southern Africa are 
numbered," was the burden 
of the U.S. warnings as relat¬ 
ed by diplomats familiar with 
the exchanges. "And, if racial 
conflict should develop, don’t 
count on us to rescue you." 

Predictably, reactions of 
the prime ministers of sub¬ 
continental Africa’s last two 
bastions of white rule were 
defiantly angry. 

"We’ll go on <V*ng things 
our way,” South Africa’s John 
Vorster told U.S. Vice- 
President Walter Mondale, in

Rhodesia’s security min¬ 
ister, Roger Hawkins, an¬ 
nounced Friday that another 
cross-border raiH would be 
mounted, if needed. He also 
announced an extension of the 
military draft for all Rhode¬ 
sians, whites, blacks, Asians 
and mixed-blood persons, 
clearly anticipating an escala¬ 
tion of fighting.

The start of the Rhodesian 
withdrawal was announced 
Wednesday. Earlier Saturday 
there was speculation here 
that the troops might be 
meeting opposition on their 
way home. 

But the late announcement 
said: "The troops did not en¬ 
gage any terrorists or any 
Mozambican forces while re¬ 
turning and there were no 
signs of such forces." 

It said the withdrawal in¬ 
cluded a "methodical search 
of the areas through which 
they had previously moved.’’ 

The announcement added: 
"While combing these areas 
for hideouts and arms caches 
the troops located another 
arms cache containing a con¬ 
siderable number of small 
arms. These were reco¬ 
vered." 

The Rhodesians claim that 
during their sweep through 
Mozambique’s Gaza province 
they overran and destroyed 
four guerrilla bases — two 
were defended. The raids 
w-ere backed by strong air 
support.

Bhutto using torture 
—opposition leader 


ISLAMABAD (AP) — An 
opposition leader just re¬ 
leased from jail accused the 
government of Prime Min¬ 
ister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto cn 
Saturday of torturing opposi¬ 
tion demonstrators detained 
during Paidstan’s bloody po¬ 
litical crisis. 

Retired air marshal Asghar 
Khan also said many of the 
protesters still are being held 
despite the government’s 
agreement’to free them. 

Khan, speaking in Rawal¬ 
pindi, near this capital city, 
gav e no specific examples of 
torture and did not say how- 
many opposition supporters 
still are in jail. 

The opposition coalition, the 
Pakistan National Alliance, 
estimates that 35,000 persons 
have been arrested in three 
months of violent anti-govern¬ 
ment protests. 

Khan and other top opposi¬ 
tion leaders were released 
from jail Friday as Bhutto 
opened negotiations with the 
PNA on ending the political 
turmoil. An estimated 300 per¬ 
sons were killed in the coun¬ 
trywide anti-Bhutto agitation. 

The PNA launched a cam- 
paign of street demon¬ 
strations after the March 7 
national elections, claiming 
that Bhutto rigged the elec¬ 
tions to keep his Pakistan 
peoiJe’s party in power. 

At the start of talks both 
sides . called a truce, with 
Bhutto promising to release 
all demonstrators and PNA 
leaders jailed for violating a 
ban on demonstrations and 
the PNA calling off its street 
campaign. 

The PNA is demanding dis¬ 
solution of the National As¬ 
sembly. new elections super¬ 
vised by the army and the 
courts and Bhutto’s ouster. 
However, political observers 
say they feel the opposition 
will not insist on the last de¬ 
mand if new elections take 
place. ^ 

In his first public statement 
since his release. Khan 
charged the government with 
"continuing acts of repression 
against the opposition 
workers still in jail.” 

He said the government has 
released only PNA sup|>orters 
arrested for violating the ban 


on public gatherings but still 
is holding a large number 
arrested under other charges. 

In a related development, 
PNA secretary-general Gha- 
fuor Ahmed told reporters in 
l^ahore, 180 miles southeast of 


Islamabad, that the opposition 
hopes to reach a settlement 
with Bhutto within two days. 

The talks between Bhutto 
and the PNA, led by Maulana 
Mufti Mahmood, are sche¬ 
duled to resume Monday. 


Madrid gunmen 
kill civil guards 


MADRID (AP) — Unknown 
assailants shot and killed two 
paramilitary civil guards in 
Barcelona and bombers 
struck at Madrid-area power 
stations Saturday in a con¬ 
tinuing campaign of violrtice 
before the June 15 Spanish 
election. 

No group claimed responsi¬ 
bility for the attacks, but of¬ 
ficials believed both were car¬ 
ried out by extreme leftists 
whd have vowed to disrupt 
the election campaign. The 
vote will be Spain’s first free 
election since 1936. 

Police said the bombings, 
which occurred between 2 
a.m. and 3:33 a.m., knocked 
out electricy in one-quarter of 
Madrid, a city of four million 
people, and apj>eared to be 
part of "a well-co-ordinated 
plan." ScHools, hospitals and 


almost 100,000 homes were af¬ 
fected, as well as the city’s 
electrically operated subway 
system. 

In Barcelona, police said 
three men drove up to a para¬ 
military guard barracks and 
opened fire with a sub- 
machinegun on a guard. The 
second officer was fatally 
wounded when he ran out of 
the barracks to investigate.

Short circuit started 
fire that killed 161 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — 
Sparks from a short circuit in 
a power cord began the lire 
that killed at least 161 persons 
at a Southgate, Ky., night 
clulb May 28, an Investigating 
team says. 

The private three-man team 
from Atlanta traced the cause 
of the blaze at the Beverly 
Hills Supper Club to a decora¬ 
tive water fountain, 'Die As¬ 
sociated Press learned Fri¬ 
day. 

The investigators' also told 
Kentucky fire officials Thurs¬ 
day night that the fire' burned 
behind walls and in the club’s 
attic for more than an hour 
before it was discovered. 

They said a power cord to a 
pump for the fountain short- 
circuited, igniting some wood¬ 
en studs behind a wall of the 
club’s Zebra Room. 

A press aide to Kentucky 
Governor Julian Carroll said 
Saturday that the team from 
Atlanta had been hired by an 
insurance company involved 
in the case. He said "their 
theory, along with all others 
involved in the investigation, 
and witnesses, win be consid¬ 
ered toy the state investigative 
team as we head toward the 
conclusion of our investiga¬ 
tion.” 

The aide, John Nichole, said 
state and federal investiga¬ 
tors at the scene had issued 
no reports on possible causes. 

The Atlanta team’s report 
said the fire burned inside a 
w-all and up'along a steel 
I-beam, which acted as a 
chimney, carrying flames into 
the club’s attic, said a source 
who asked to remain anony¬ 
mous. 

The investigators said much 
of the attic w’as ablaze by the 
time a busboy warned 
hundreds of patrons in the 
Cabaret Room to leave. 

Shortly thereafter, smoke 
began billowing from the ceil¬ 
ing and the crowd panicked. 

The fire did not spread with 
unusual speed, the investiga¬ 
tors said, but it was so ad¬ 


vanced when first noticed that 
there was little time to react. 

State investigators were 
looking for possible fire code 
violations In their seairch, the 
team said. 


Suits for 521 million and 522 
million have been filed in con¬ 
nection with the fire, both cit¬ 
ing the owners of the club, the 
City of Southgate and the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky.

I T MAKES FOR A GOOD START of the day, whether 
the birds are singing or the rain is falling, to 
read Paul Weiler’s views of the B.C. labor situation. 
There have been some indications of a change of 
attitude in work contract negotiations, but when the 
chairman of the~TLC Labor Relations Board sees a 
trend of harmony that he thinks may be the forerunner 
of a move toward industrial stability across the 
country, who could ask for more? 

Mr Weiler points to a decline in work stoppages so 
far this year which he thinks will continue because 
everyone is fed to the teeth with strikes and lock-outs. 
He doesn't see trouble around the corner with the 
lifting of federal wage controls. He is confident, in 
other words, that the idea of restraint has become 
firmly established. 

He talks about the national day of protest by labor 
last year as an aid to industrial peace with unions get¬ 
ting a big beef off their chests. And he says the B.C. 
labor code with its back-to-work ordering has con¬ 
tributed to a change of stance in bargaining which 
speaks well for the future. 

It could be, too, that with people who have jobs in a 
province where the rate of unemployment is higher 
than most others, greater concern is being shown for 
those walking the streets in idleness. 4

blinkers that begin to slip when a major spokesman for 
B.C. workers, while acknowledging a trend towards 
industrial peace, says the axe is falling? 

If the B.C. labor federation’s Len Guy is reading 
the mood of the working man correctly, just as soon as 
controls are removed there will be trouble. There is no 
change of attitude, he maintains, calling the more 
pleasant recent months “a lull before the storm.” 

To be taken into account, too, is the uneasiness of 
the president of the Employers’ Council of B.C. over 
what may be in store. He calls the situation “dicey.” 
That was in reference to the rejection by the Anti- 
Inflation Board of contract settlements in the 
construction industry which, to put it mildly, disturbed 
the unions. Thankfully there since has been agreement 
to continue working pending an appeal. No one knows 
what may follow. 

It is not all serene in the logging and lumbering 
industry either, with little headway being made, 
apparently, in IWA contract bargaining 

It cools that first warm feeling from the labor 
board chairman's optimism about improving 
relations. But it was nice while it lasted 


Good points 


TTNDOUBTEDLY Joe Clark scored some good 
U pioints for himself during his brief stopover in 
Victoria. By zeroing in on Canada’s economic ailments 
— their causes and possible cures — he squarely hit a 
target to which most of his listeners could relate and 
all understand 

Placing much of the blame for Canada’s ills on the 
free-spending Liberal government and the 
inefficiencies of its burgeoning bureaucracies, Mr 
Clark called for a return of power to Parliament and a 
restructuring of federal government apparatus. . 

The nation today, he said, is living on borrowed 
money and borrowed time and has lost its competitive 
edge. “If that trend is to be turned around we must, as 
a country, start doing more with less. The place to 
start is with government — and most particularly the 
federal government,” he added. 

A great deal of what Mr. Clark said was not 
particularly new — other than his updated statistics — 


but the fact that he showed concern about our high rate 
of unemployment and falling production underlines 
the major difference between his party and the 
present Liberal administration. 

Although Mr. Clark may be trailing Prime 
Minister Trudeau in the popularity polls at the present 
time, it is possible for this situation to reverse itself if 
the Tory leader continues to pursue and develop 
policies and programs aimed at putting an end to 
Canada’s dangerous downward economic slump. 

It was noticeable that Mr. Clark did not belabor 
the issue of Canadian unity on his trip West, although it 
may be recalled that on numerous occasions he has 
expressed the opinion that a stabilization of the 
national economy could do much to unify the country. 

In this he may be right, despite the fact that it is a 
point that the Trudeau government has chosen to 
ignore. 


Jubilee celebrations 


The venerable figures reappear 


In Britain it seems to be the 
deaths of kings and queens, 
coronations and jubilees, not 
the rise and fall of govern¬ 
ments, by which we usually 
mark the progress of our lives. 

If almost everyone 
everywhere remembers what 
they were doing on the day 
President Kennedy was assas¬ 
sinated. we remember where 
we were and what we were do¬ 
ing the day a monarch died or 
was crowned or celebrated a 
jubilee. We also, invariably, 
remember the weather

It was a blazing hot day on 
May 6, 1935 when King George 
V and Queen Mary drove 
through the City to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral to attend the 
Thanksgiving Service to com¬ 
memorate the 25th anniversary 
of the King's accession to the 
throne. 

As a child I waved my Union 
Jack at them from the window 
of an uncle’s office in the 
Strand, the King in his uniform 
of an Admiral of the Fleet and 
the Queen wearing one of her 
toque-style hats (she never 
wore any other design) and 
carrying a parasol 

They drove in an open lan¬ 
dau. This tim£, on June 7, just 
42 years later. Queen Elizabeth 
II will travel the same route 
her grandfather took, but in the 
State Coach, an uncomfortable 
vehicle to ride in, so it is said, 
on account of the fact that it is 
more than 2flf0 years old and has 
few springs. 

George V died seven months 
after his Jubilee, Edward VIII 
reigned for ten months and 
then abdicated when plans for 
his Coronation were well ad¬ 
vanced 


taken to the local cinema in the 
afternoon — probably to keep 
me out of mischief, I even 
remember what film we saw 
Alexander Korda’s now classic 
film of the life of Rembrandt 
with Charles Laughton in the 
title role and Elsa Lanchester 
as his wife Saskia 

Sixteen years later, in June 
1953, the present Queen 
Elizabeth II was crowned It 
was again, a cold and wet day 
The flags hung soggily from 
their poles; not the best condi¬ 
tions for the first Coronation to 
be televised. 


George II wa$ the first 
monarch after the Norman 
Conquest to live beyond 70 (he 
stayed around until he was 77). 
Henry III celebrated his 50th 
anniversary in 1265 and 
Edward III his in 1377 (and died 
the same year). 


Thus 24 years have passed 
since London last witnessed 
such an occasion (The Queen 
actually came to the throne in 
February 1952) and a long reign 
like this does not help to keep in 
practice for their duties (he 
distinguished elderly 
gentlemen who perform the 
ceremonial on these special 
days. 

The brilliant uniform^ of men 
with titles like the Lancaster 
Herald and Gold Stick in 
Waiting remain, mothproofed 
on their hangers, and .the 
papers laying down their ad¬ 
ditional duties, gather dust It 
seems as if they must all be 
wrapped and put away in a cup¬ 
board like t6y soldiers until the 
next time. 


The first jubilee celebration 
—the word was adopted as a 
result of a suggestion in a letter 
to The Times — was in honor 
of George Ill’s 50 years on the 
throne in 1810. 

Victoria did not celebrate her 
first 25 years as Queen on June 
2ft 1862 because she was mourn¬ 
ing the loss of her husband. 
Prince Albert, who had died 
the previous December. But 
there was a Golden Jubilee 
celebration in 1887 and the 


famous Diamond Jubilee in 
1897. 

And so to that next Jubilee of 
1935 The list of the prime 
ministers in the procession 
tells at once of the different 
age in which it was held. 
George V was still the King- 
Emperor. At his side were the 
prime ministers 0 f Britain 
(Ramsey MacDonald). Canada 
(R B Bennett). South Africa 
(J B M. Hertzog), Australia 
(J. A Lyons). New Zealand <C. 
W Forbes) and Southern 
Rhodesia (Godfrey Huggins». 


In attendance were three 
honorary aide-de-camps from 
India — the Maharajah of 
Patiala. 

It had, after all. to be a blaz¬ 
ing hot morning. In those days 
— don’t you remember? — the 
sun never set on the British 
Empire.

Election pressure 

Liberal wheel of fortune

election this fall. Prime 
Minister Trudeau isn’t plan¬ 
ning it that way, but as the 
weeks slip by the pressure on 
him will mount.

Winning five out of six con¬ 
tests including Malpeque. a 
gain from the Tories, was proof 
enough And commentators 
who suggest that the margins 
of victory were too small to put 
the hawks In the air forget that 
they were, in fact, by-elections. 
Historically, governments do 
not fare too well in by- 
elections.

It is difficult to imagine any 
way that a long, cold winter of 
high unemployment, coupled 
with stubborn inflation, could 
improve Liberal chances. The 
constant repetition of bad 
news, when the mpnthly 
statistics are released, might 
convince voters of a possible 
link between economic mis¬ 
management and regional un¬ 
rest. 

Then the mess surrounding 
RCMP involvement in the 
break-in at Agence Press 
Libre, a Montreal radical 
group, and the force’s com¬ 
plicity in receiving documents 
stolen from the Praxis Cor¬ 
poration in Toronto will have 
repercussions dragging on for 
months.

The Tories have more em¬ 
barrassing tid-bits to throw on 
the controversial fire and 
although they may not cover 
themselves with glory, they 
have the ammunition to make 
the government look bad.

But politics, at best, is un¬ 
predictable. Clark’s star could 
begin to rise again. After all it 
is only seven months since 
senior respected journalists 
were saying that Trudeau 
was through, finished, and 
could never recover. So just as 
the PM’s popularity can’t 
climb forever, Gark’s decline 
can’t continue indefinitely. 
Somewhere he has got to hit 
rock bottom 

The $64,000 question for him 
is whether he can survive a 
secret ballot on the subject of 
leadership review to be held at 
the party’s biennial convention 
in Quebec City in November 
That gives Clark six months to 
pull up his socks in an all-out 
effort to weather the inevitable 
storm. 

If the vote were taken now, 
the young chief would be in 
trouble. The by-elections hurt 
him far more than anyone ad¬ 
mits. And although it would 


have been unreasonable to ex¬ 
pect dramatic gains, Gark’s 
decisions can’t be ignored in 
assessing the results. He strip¬ 
ped Gaude Wagner of his 
responsibility as “Quebec 
Lieutenant” and side-tracked 
his organization In favor of 
one centred around Roch 
LaSalle. MP, and headed by 
himself. Reacting to the 
squeeze. Wagner sat on the 
sidelines because he had 
nothing to gain by getting in¬ 
volved. 

Also Gark’s back of the hand 
to Angus MacLean, when he 
moved the ex-Diefenbaker 
minister from the front bench 
to the second row In the Com¬ 
mons. and later his decision to 
remove David MacDonald. 
MP, from the party’s elite 
policy committee, hurt in 
P.E.I. and could have been a 
factor in the loss of Malpeque. 

★ ★ ★ 

So Clark has a lot of fence- 
mending to do in advance of the 
Quebec City conclave. If he is 
successful, his cause will 
gather new momentum. But if 
the vote for a leadership 
review is heavy, there may be 
no practical alternative to a 
new convention. 

Should that happen, either 
Bill Davis or Peter Lougheed, or 
both, would move in. Lougheed 
is on a world tour at the mo¬ 
ment and his plans are a bit un¬ 
clear. 


But there is little doubt about 
Davis. He is committed to a 
full term as premier of Ontario 
if elected. But in the face of a 
clear call to “higher duty.” he 
would find it Impossible to say 
“no.” 

Davis wanted to get involved 
the last time but the failure of 
his bid for a majority In On¬ 
tario scratched his name from 
the list of starters. If he gets a 
majority on June 0. he will 
have the kind of launching pad 
necessary for a subsequent 
switch to the major league. 

★ ★ ★ 

Should the Tories decide, fol¬ 
lowing a leadership review iw 
November to bold a convention 
In May or June, the Libera) 
government would be effec¬ 
tively precluded from holding a 
spring election In 1978. It 
wouldn’t be “cricket” to take 
unfair advantage 

And once the Tories had a 
new leader, as slways happens, 
their fortunes would rise to the 
point where it might not be safe 
for the Liberals to provoke a 
contest. The government could 
be locked in until the spring of 
1979 with no room to 
manoeuvre. 

AH this is hypothetical but no 
doubt Liberal campaign 
manager Keith Davey and his 
boys are well aware of the 
odds. That is the reason one 
shouldn't rule out the pos¬ 
sibility of a fall election 
regardless of what the PM 
says.

A report submitted to the 
Population Reference Bureau 
of Washington. DC., figures 
that the cost of raising a child 
adds up to $64,000. If one com¬ 
putes the estimated salaries 
lost by the mother staying 
home during the child’s first 
years — $42,841 — the total tab 
approaches $107,000. If a 
private college is attended — 
instead of a state university, as 
supposed in the example — the 
final bill wUl come close to 
$125,000. 

At the present rate of infla¬ 
tion, then, it will cost roughly 
half a million doUars to raise a 
family of three by 1980. * 

And so, having a child — 
carrying on the race,” this 
imperative-of-imperatives that 
no society seriously questioned 
before — has become a con¬ 
sumer’s decision in an in¬ 
flationary market, a sort of op¬ 
tional accessory to one’s basic 
career as a human being.

To the economic costs of 
parenting” — a horrible word

and Instead of a “meaningful 
relationship’’ — can you im¬ 
agine? — they got married and 
had children 

Even advocates of the fami¬ 
ly, like Urie Bronfenbretmer, 
professor of child-development 
at Cornell, seem to speak with 
their backs against the wall. 
“Does family life,” Dr. 
Bronfenbrenner asks defiantly 
In the current Psychology To¬ 
day. “hurt people as badly as 
no care at all?” 

For an age notorious for its 
lack of convictions, how 
positive we are in our condem¬ 
nations! We are nearly at the 
point of saying anything would 
be better than marriage and 
family.

Laudable as Mayor Michael Young’s efforts may be to 
boost tourism in Victoria, he’s casting pearls before swine. 

Briefly, the mayor sdys the tourist industry should pick 
up the tab for ferry fares for any tourist who stays at least 
one week in Victoria. • 

Anyone travelling to Victoria would get a so-called 
tourist passport. Local firms benefittieg from tourism would 
buy advertising in the passport. 

If the tourist visits an attraction, his passport would get 
stamped. After a week’s stay, the tourist could submit his 
passport to the hotel and be reimbursed for his ferry tran¬ 
sportation cost. 

The cost of the scheme would be equitably distributed 
among hotels and other businesses benefitting from tourists 
staying longer than just a couple of days. 

It’s a neat idea and I can think of a dozen places around 
the world that would make it work, but not Victoria.

There are exceptions, of course, but genreally speaking 
the service in Victoria’s restaurants leaves a lot to be 
desired; the tourist attractions are over-priced; prices are 
too high compared with other cities, and many a tourist has 
left the city feeling fleeced. 

The chickens have finally come home to roost. Tourists 
think twice before coming to our Island and unless the 
tourist industry gathers up some imagination, it’ll stay that 
way. 

The mayor is worried, as he should be. If business isn’t 
doing well, neither are the city’s coffers. And that s why 
Young proposed his passport scheme. 

But I’ll bet 10 wax museum dummies and a convention of 
little people the plan will fall flat on its face. Last year, a 
local advertising agency worked out a campaign which 
would have saturated B.C. with radio commercials aimed at 
luring people to Victoria. 

Admittedly, the agency would have made a handsome 
profit, and so it should have. But there was also a good 
chance for the tourist industry to drum up business. 

They missed that chance and the year Was a disaster for 
the city’s tourist industry. 

If the industry ever gets its act together, there’s no limit 
to the revenue that can be derived from tourism, but don’t 
hold your breath.

Seems it was easier to make paint at Laurel Point than 
sell apartments. 

More than a year after completion of the luxury con¬ 
dominium complex, the majority of apartments at Laurel 
Point still remain unsold. 

A massive, new campaign will soon start to sell the 
suites and it will include nationwide promotion. 

I wonder whether Canadian Freehold has considered 
lowering the price. Money talks, and with the current 
vacancy rate, it's perhaps the only thing that talks loud 
enough. 

Something else which strikes me as defeating the pur¬ 
pose is the immense cost at which display suites have been 
decorated and furnished. Any prospective buyer will ask how 
much the stuff cost that stands around the display suites. 

And when he finds out he’ll be scared away. If, on the 
other hand, a few suites were furnished within the budget of 
the average mortal, people could really see what can be done 
with an empty apartment.

I'll bet Victoria Aid. Frank Carson is just beginning to 
find out the difference between government and private N 
enterprise. 

He’s been running into brick walls for months now to sell 
his idea of an industrial commissioner who would drum up 
business for Greater Victoria. 

In his own business, I presume, Carson would look at an 
idea and, if it's good, use it. 

Not so in government. Everybody has said it's a great 
idea, but until last week nobody wanted to put one red cent^ 
on the line to finance it. 

It looks as if Victoria city council will now take the lead. 
Council’s industrial development committee has recoin- 


It jnay be unfair to pass judgment on the Select Standing 
Committee on Agriculture after only two days of hearings 
into agricultural land, food prices, production and other as¬ 
sorted things. 

But there was a distinct impression at Parksville last 
week that ’a’ the committee will never finish its mammoth 
task, ‘b’ the majority aren’t really interested in even 
starting. 

It’s possible that all this will change as the committee 
moves about the province, that the tempo will pick up as the 
militants among us gear for a stab at actually changing the 
system which sees farmers going broke producing food most 
consumers can’t afford to buy. 

And yet the start of the hearings were hardly auspicious 

At Monday morning’s session two thirds of the people in 
the hearing room at Island Hall were either staff members, 
committee members or newspaper reporters. There were 31 
people in that group but only nine in the “public” category. 

Late Monday afternoon the audience had built by an ad¬ 
ditional five or six people, but not enough to eliminate the 
impression that nobody but the farmers really gave a damn. 

Consumer groups, housewive groups, the militant libbers 
were significant only by their absence. One group 
representing the Nanaimo Council of Women raised a mur¬ 
mur, but not too loudly, not too effectively. But for the most 
it was farmers’ day with the men who produce the food 
delivering brief after brief to back their claim that they were 
being ripped off long before farm produce got to the 
grocery store shelves.

The committee had questions for everyone who ap¬ 
peared, but the questioning wasn’t actually hard. It was 
desultory for the most part and with as much fire as the rest of 
the hearings. 

Typical of the apathy permeating both committee and 
participants is the fact tlwt the group couldn’t make up its 
mind when to meet next. They were supposed to hit the road 
in Parksville, swing through the province and report the 
findings of phase one to the Legislature by the end of August. 

Premier Bennett has pretty well scuttled that schedule

They had a bit of a problem with the setting of an actual 
date. The optimists wanted August 4 or 5 in Vancouver. The 
pessimists wanted something closer to the eqd of the month.

The optimists believe Premier Bennett will concede that 
it's a bad idea to hold a session of the Legislature during the 
summer months and will close the shop down again by the 
end of July. The pessimists believe that the battle lines on 
one of the silliest fights in B.C.’s always insame political 
history are not so firmly drawn that ML As will still be slug¬ 
ging it out when the first September frosts arrive. 

We’ll have to wait for a while to see which side is right, 
but we can say now that after a somewhat trembly start the 
committee has now gone back to sleep for at least two 
months. Maybe that’s the best thing it could do until the 
ladies who scream so loudly nbout rising food costs get their 
act together and make some sort of official stand. 

If and when they do that they can expect a rougher ride 
than they’ve had so far. The ladies. God bless ’em. do tend to 
run off at the mouth without too much thought. They would 
be advised to do' their homework before starting their 
caterwauling. 

For example, they’d better be absolutely sure how much 
they spend on food before they start complaining about ever 
spiralling prices. Just the food, the stuff you eat. tfot the 
paper napkins, not the toilet paper, not the soap and soap 
powder. Don’t put toothpaste or shoe polish on the list. 

Leave that carton of cigarets off the food list; leave 
those pocket books and magazines and light bulbs and 
brooms and pan cleaners off the list. 

Just food. The stuff that starts out, whether it be a 
chocolate cookie or watermelon, in a farmer’s field.

I have the feeling that when the ladies get right down to 
it, they’re going to find that while food prices have indeed in¬ 
creased, it’s the weekly shopping bill that has really shown 
the big leap. And, say the farmers and some market 
operators, that’s where the big illusion starts and grows in 
proportion to newspaper headlines reporting the latest cost 
of living index figures. 

, Index figures based on the weekly, monthly, cost of liv¬ 
ing including all the trimmings. But not based on the food 
and food alone. 

You may have gathered that I’m pessimistic about the 
greatlood price probe. I am. I have the feeling that it’s going 
to get bogged down in a million side issues, lost in political 
infighting and finally become the victim of tedium. 

And I regret that. I like food and I want to know if it costs 
me as much as I think it does or less than I think it does. I’m 
really interested in how much a farmer gets for a head of 
lettuce, how much I pay for it and who gets what-for-why in 
between. 

But I have this terribly depressing feeling that the Select 
Standing Committee on Agriculture probing food prices isn’t 
going to provide that detail for me. 

But it looks good, politically. I mean what more can the 
government in power do for the people? It is investigating 
the cost of living, especially the cost of food. What more 
could we ask?

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"Microbes can mine oil sands’ 


MONTREAL * UPI ) Tiny 
kerosene-eating microbes that 
act like a cold-water deter¬ 
gent could be used to wash 
oil more safely and cheaply 
out of Alberta's oil sands, a 
chemical conference has been 
told. 

T h e microbes, produce 
chemicals called biosurac- 
lants, a detergent-like solvent 
agent which could be used in 
oil sand extraction processes 
through cold-\Vater washing, 
Professor James Zajic and 


Dr Donald Gerson. of ihe 
University of Western Ontario' 
said. 

in a paper prepared for a 
joint conference of the Ameri¬ 
can Chemical Society and the 
Chemical Institute of Canada, 
tlie researchers said current- 
ly-used synthetic surfactants 
need a hot-waber process that 
entails waste of energy and 
environment hazards through 
effluence. 

The researchers used 
almost 80 microbe cultures 


and' found several, mainly one 
known as ’‘Bacillus subtilis," 
effective from the viewpoint 
of growth rate, genetic stabili¬ 
ty and surfactant production. 

“Biosurfactants are biode¬ 
gradable arid serve as food 
for other organisms; they are 
tints less injurious to the en- 
\ ironment them synthetics," 
die researchers said. 

The microbes were grown 
on a diet of kerosene and nu¬ 
trients and multiplied profuse-. 
ly. 'The kerosene consumed 


was insignificant compared to 
the potential yield of petrole¬ 
um out of Alberta’s Athabasca 
oil sands, Gerson said: 

The researchers said Alber¬ 
ta's sands “contain nearly as 
much oil as the Middle East 
oil fields. But the thick oil has 
soaked into sand, making ex¬ 
traction difficult.” 

“Within the scope of die 
test system that has been de¬ 
veloped. microbial suriacants 
act as successful, tar sand 


separation agents ... while 
holding die promise of re- 
d u c e d production costs 
through continuous production 
from a hydrocarbon feedstock 
in a single processing step," 
the researchers said. 

They said “Bacillus subti¬ 
lis” was commonly found in j 
soil, particularly near old 
wells. 
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Coast firm bets on batteries 


VANCOUVER (CP) A 
Vancouver-based battery 
company is betting that bat- 
i cries will emerge as an im¬ 
portant power source once the 
dust from the current energy 
debate settles. 

“Batteries are nothing, but 
packaged energy," Kenneth 
lohnstone, owner of Canada 
Battery Corp. Ltd., said in an 
interview^. 


“Because no one knows 
what the price of petroleum 
will go to and because of its 
pollution problems, we regal’d 
the battery business as one 
that has barely scratched the 
surface in the energy' field." 

The high cost of fuel In 
Europe has already persuad¬ 
ed Industries there to switch 
■to electric power to drive In¬ 
dustrial engines. Johnstone 


predicted the same trend 
would show up in North 
America. 

He said the biggest poten¬ 
tial market was in forklift 
trucks. Which at one time re¬ 
lied on propane or diesel fuel 
for energy. Now about 40 per 
cent are battery-powered. 

The forklift business in Can¬ 
ada represented sales of $20 
million a year to battery- 


Language bill’s critics

Ltd. and Pierre Taschereau, 
chairman of the board of Ca¬ 
nadian National Railways. 

The leUer says the larjgu&ge 
bill ''contains provisions 


which go against principles of 
social and individual morality 
and that other sections do not 
respect' the norms of demo¬ 
cratic government.” 

Laurin termed the criticism 
predictable and said the Parti 
Quebecois did not> share the 
views of the economic es¬ 
tablishment “because the gov¬ 
ernment supports the com¬ 
mon good over special inter¬ 
ests.” 

The letter was. presented 
Friday to Laurin and Premier 
Rene Levesque.

Nur told an annual 
meeting of the American Geo¬ 
physical Union that the Paci¬ 
fica fragments may have 
created the great mountain 
ranges bordering the Pacific 
Ocean when they slammed 
into North and South Ameri¬ 
ca, Alaska, northeastern Rus¬ 
sia, Japan and East Asia. 

Nur said in an interview 
that the Pacifica theory he 
proposed with Dr. Zvi Ben 
Avraham of the Israel Ocean¬ 
ographic Institute is a radical 
departure from other explana¬ 
tions of Pacific-bof'dering 
mountain groups. 

More conventional theories 


for the mountains are that 
they are disturbances in the 
earth’s crust caused either by 
underground rocky plates 
pushing together or by vol¬ 
canic activity. 

According to the Nur- 
Avraham theory, Pacifica 
was part of the Pangea, the 
super-continent from which all 
others broke apart eons ago. 

Nur said Pacifica probably 
was the part of the Pangea 
which contained Australia and 
Antarctica before the segment 
broke up. The scientists 
theorize that submerged pla¬ 
teaus now found in the Pacific- 
near Australia, including the 
Minihiki plateau and the Ong 
Java area, may also be ex¬ 
plained as remnants of Pacifi¬ 
ca. 

Nur cited a? indirect evi¬ 
dence of Pacifica the exis¬ 
tence of points on earth that 
act as “crust centres” around 
which the earth's crust 
spreads out and expands. 

All such crust centres origi¬ 
nate under continental

masses, except those In the 
Pacific. Nur sees this as an 
indication that there may also 
have been a continental mass 
in the Pacific, namely, the 
lost continent of Pacifica. 

The geophysicists also said 
scientists have long been puz- 
z 1 e d by identical 300* 
million - year - old fossils of 
warm, water creatures that 
have been found in such j-e- 
gions as Alaska, New- Zealand j 
and Chile. 

“If these fossils originated 


on Pacifica, this could help 
explain how the aame fossil 
formed at the same time 
could be spread around the 
Pacific,” Nur said.

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Presidents can break law—Nixon by owner 


WASHINGTON IUP1) — In 
a plea for public under¬ 
standing. Richard Nixon said 
Saturday he never claimed 
presidents were “above the 
law" but only that they had 
discretionary power to break 
laws in the national interest. , 
He said that power justified 
his own intention to crush vio¬ 
lent antiwar dissent by bur¬ 
glary and wiretap. He urged 
the public to trust presidents, 
and leave them a “grey area 


... of inherent jeers'’ to 
disregard laws when they„felt 
they must 

“Presidents are elected not 
merely to be automatons, but 
to exercise judgment," lie 
said in an article written for 
the Washington Star. 

"... Sometimes the letter 
of one law conflicts with the 
spirit of another. In such 
rases a president must choose 
which to follow." 

And, apparently sensitive to 
the mistrust generated by the 


Watergate scandal, he 
warned: “It would be disas¬ 
trous if, in an excess of pro¬ 
hibitory zeal, we were to tie 
the 'president’s hands . . . li¬ 
miting him merely to the me¬ 
chanical function of executing 
the precise letter of the law 

“We have to place some 
faith in his judgment. We 
have to give him room to. 
manoeuvre.” 

Nixon stated his credo in a 


long, scholarly article written 
for Sunday’s edition of the. 
Star. He said he- wanted to 
“set the record straight" and 
correct “widespread misin¬ 
terpretations” of things he 
said in a recent televised in¬ 
terview with David Frost. 

“The article was volun¬ 
teered by Mr. Nixon," 9tar 
editor James Bellows said. 
“There is no payment in¬ 
volved.’’ 

In the third interview, 


broadcast May 1$, Frost 
brought up the “Huston plan" 
of 1920, in which White House 
aide Tom Charles Huston ad¬ 
vised Nixon to have federal 
law-enforcement agencies 
harass antiwar protesters by 
means of burglary, warrant¬ 
less wiretap, mail opening 
and other means Huston 
called "clearly illegal.’ 1 * 

Nixon approved the plan, 
but rescinded it quickly when 
J. Edgar Hoover objected, 
and Frost asked whether ha 


believed a president “can 'do ' 
something illegal” in “the 
best interests of the nation.” 

“Well,” Nixon responded, 
“when the president does it, 
that means that it is not ille¬ 
gal." 

The quote made headlines. 
President Carter and former 
president Gerald Ford quickly 
repudiated Nixon’s view. 

"I do not believe and would 
not argue that a president is 
above the law,’ ” Nixon 
wrote in the Star article. "Of 
course, he is not."

President Carter’s wife Rosa- 
lynn said Saturday she is en¬ 
joying her new assignment a* 
special ambassador, and the 
leaders of the Caribbean and 
Latin American countries she 
is visiting seem to be 
impressed by her no-nonsense 
approach. 

All at her meetings with 
heads of state thus far have 
lasted far longer*than origi¬ 
nally intended and have been 
followed by additional pri¬ 
vate. informal and candid 
talks. 

In an interview with report¬ 
ers travelling with her, Mrs. 
Carter said: 

' Almost in every case when 
we start talking with these 
people and they will say, ‘I 
don’t know exactly how to say 

it,* I’ll say. ‘Listen, you can 
he blunt, just be blunt.’ And 
after that, they’re blunt.” 

Mrs. Carter, the centre of 
attention wherever she goes, 
handles speeches at airport 


ceremonies and official ban¬ 
quets with as much ease as 
she walks through slum dis¬ 
tricts with street urchins. 

One minute she may. be 
given the red carpet treat¬ 
ment at some function in her 
honor as President Carter’s 
personal envoy, the next she 
may be facing military rulers 
across a table and telling 
them why they cannot have 
the American weapons they 
want. 

The hardest thing she ha» to 
do is to decide what she is 
going to say every time she 
meets a new' group of people, 
she confided. 

“I really believe that my 
trip has been valuable to 
these leaders too, because 
they don’t know Jjmmy. 

“And even though they read j 
his speeches on foreign af¬ 
fairs. the fact that the pres- | 
ident cares enough about the | 
region to send his wife to talk | 
with them means a lot to i 
them.

OTTAWA (UPI) - The gov¬ 
ernment's 510 million educa¬ 
tion grant to the Canadian 
Labor Congress was a first 
step towards putting labor on 
the same footing as business. 
Labor Minister John Munro 
said Saturday. 

‘'We’ve spent hundreds of 
millions of dollars in post- 
secondary education for pro¬ 
fessions, for business adminis¬ 
tration courses in our univer¬ 
sities. and yet labor . . . has 
had very few educational op¬ 
portunities in terms of exper¬ 
tise,” Munro said. 

'We are prepared now, in 
this country, to fully accept 
the labor movement on an 
equal footing with the busi¬ 
ness community,” he said in 
an interview. 

Munro said Canada faced 
problems which required the 
co-operation of all sectors of 
society and the 510 million 
grant — 52 million a year for 
five years — would finance 
the education the labor move¬ 
ment needs to participate. 

"This is just a first move m 
trying to put labor on an 
equal footing with all the 
other essential elements of 
the Canadian economy,” he 
said. 

He said the public should 
not be skeptical of how the 
grant, announced two weeks 
ago, will be used because 
unions have the same interest 
in maintaining a strong econ¬ 
omy as anyone else. 


Icebreakers 
sitting idle, 
MP charges 


ST. JOHN’S, Nfld. (CP) — 
The sinking of the Canadian 
National ferry William Carson 
could have been prevented If 
there was better deployment 
of icebreakers .off New¬ 
foundland and Labrador, 
George Baker, the liberal 
DIP for Gander Twillingate, 
said Saturday. 

The present deployment Is 
"scandalous” and the sinking 
of the Carson is a prime ex¬ 
ample of this deficiency he 
said in an interview. 

"If Carson had been operat¬ 
ing out of Nova Scotia, Que¬ 
bec, the Great Lakes region 
or British Columbia, this di¬ 
saster would not have hap¬ 
pened because there would 
have been icebreakers avail¬ 
able accompanying the ship,” 
he said. 

"And the shocking truth is 
that there is only one ice¬ 
breaker for Newfoupdland- 
Labrador. The other is on 
lease.” 

Four or five icebreakers 
have been sitting idle at Dart¬ 
mouth. N.S., for last month, 
he said. 

Meanwhile, investigators 
from CN and the federal 
ministry of transport are at¬ 
tempting to determine the 
cause of the sinking. 

A 22-year veteran of the 
seas on its first trip of the 
season between St. John’s and 
Gobse Bay. the Carson sank 
after apparently hitting a 
large piece of ice. 

None of the 128 crew 
members or passengers 
aboard the 8,300-ton vessel, 
which was equipped for icy 
seas, were injured. 

Roger Cameron, a spokes- 
an for CN, said insurance 
investigators were in St. 
John’s on Saturday question¬ 
ing passengers. 

The crew and passengers 
were picked up by armed 
forces rescue helicopters and 
the Canadian Coast Guard 
icebreaker Sir Humphrey Gil¬ 
bert. Some were landed at 
Marys Harbor on the Labra¬ 
dor coast but most were taken 
to St. Anthony by helicopters 
and later flown to St. John’s. 


Capt. Norman Hinks, skip- 
* per of the sunken vessel, re¬ 
fused to talk to reporters on 
his arrival here Friday on 
grounds he was required to 
prepare formal statements of 
the loss. 

The Carson cleared St. 
Anthony, its last port of call, 
at about 1:30 p.m. local time 
Thursday and ’ eight hours 
later her bow was punctured 
in an icepack 60 miles to the 
north. She sank about four 
hours later as crew and pas¬ 
sengers watched from the ice. 

Witnesses said the ferry's 
stem came straight up out of 
the water and she somer¬ 
saulted before going under up- 
sidedown. 

On Friday, Defence Min¬ 
ister Barney Dan son praised 
rescue efforts pointing out 
that .the reaction time was 
“very fast taking the flying 
time into consideration.” He 
was replying to criticism by 
James McGrath, the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative MP for St. 
John’s East, who suggested 
defence department heli¬ 
copters were slow in reaching 
survivors. 

A spokesman for the air-sea 
rescue centre in Halifax said 
22 minutes after the centre 
was told the Carson was sink¬ 
ing the coast guard ship Sir 
Humphrey Gilbert, which was 
nearby, was notified and dis¬ 
patched to the scene. 

At same time the Gilbert 
was being assigned, the res¬ 
cue centre was told the Car- 
son had been abandoned by 
the crew and passengers. 

Capt. Walt Chipchase. mili¬ 
tary public affairs officer, 
said 10 minutes later, the 
103rd Squadron at Gander, 
Nfld., was alerted and it iAi- 
medlately ordered its pilots in¬ 
to a briefing. Fiy*_mtouteft 
later the 413th squadron at 
Summerside, P.E.I. was alert¬ 
ed. 

He said the first military 
rescue helicopter took off from 
Gander less than an hour after 
the first call for assistance 
was received from the Carson. 

CN officials have not yet de¬ 
cided what vessel will replace 
the Carson oh the run.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
average Canadian spends only 
33 minutes a day reading 
books, and 48 per cent of 
those over 14 say they read no 
books, Statistics Canada 
found in a cross-country sur¬ 
vey. 

By contrast, most of those 
surveyed say they spend l l * 
hours or more a day watching 
television. 

The survey released this 
week looked at leisure habits 
of 30,000 people, aged 14 and 
over, from all parts of Cana¬ 
da in 1975. Watching televi¬ 
sion was their favorite pas¬ 
time. 

There were wide variations 
in reading habits by region, 
sex and job. 

British Columbians were 
the most prolific readers, 
averaging 49 minutes a day. 
Quebecers were at the other 
end of the scale, averaging 
just 26 minutes a day reading. 

Women read significantly 
more than men. devoting 
about 21 per cent more of 
their time to reading each 
day. And women readers out¬ 
number men by about 32 per 
cent. 

There was a major dif¬ 
ference between blue-collar 
workers and inofessionally 
employed Canadians in the 
amount of time they spent 
reading for leisure. The study 
found that professionals read 
three times more than labor¬ 
ers and blue-collar workers. 


several solar energy plants in 
the Rocky Mountains. 

The province’s coast was 
loo rainy to support a sun- 
based heating method, but 
nearby mountainous areas 
could provide the high- 
sunshine microclimate which 
makes solar energy possible, 
Trombe said in an interview. 

Feasibility of solar heating 
for the average liome was 
plagued by economic prob¬ 
lems at present, he said. Gov¬ 
ernment incentives and heavy 
subsidization were necessary ! 
to make solar heating at¬ 
tractive to homeowners. 

Programs such as President 
Carter’s plan to install solar 
heating devices in 2.5 million 
American homes by 1385 must 
be increasingly copied by 
Canada and other countries if 
solar energy is to fulfill its 
promise as a safe, inexpen¬ 
sive and inexhaustible energy 
source, he added. 

Trombe. here for the Sixth 
Canadian Congress of Applied 
Mechanics, is conducting re¬ 
search into the use of solar 
energy tor power generation 
at laboratories in Odeillo, 
France. 

One mile up' in the Eastern 
Pyrenees, the site became in 
1973 the home of the world’s 
largest solar furnace, in¬ 
stalled by Trombe. 

The furnace is actually a 
one-megawatt power-plant 
steam boiler designed to run 
on sunlight. 

As many as 1,500 mirrors 
are arranged to reflect and 
focus sunlight into the boiler's 
cavity, which produces steam 
at full pressure after reaching 
temperatures of 1.000 degrees 
Celsius. The boiler can be 
used in the usual wfty to run 
conventional turbines to gen¬ 
erate electricity. 

Trombe also foresees a 
promising future for the in¬ 
creased use of a process 
which transforms solar en¬ 
ergy directly into hydrogen. 

Hydrogen as an energy 
source could replace natural 
gas in both its industrial and 
home uses, he said. However, 
solar-based power generation 
faces stiff competition from 
the development of nuclear

End of double fare era 


Figures explain ferry woes

If B.C .Ferries sailed out of 
the era of doubled fares with 
a sinking leeling (economi- 
* caJlyl, its own figures may 
say why. 

In the 11 months that fol¬ 
lower the doubling of rates 
June 1, 1976, one in five pro¬ 
spective passengers for the 
two main routes rejected the 
sen - ice. 

Even more emphatic was 
the apparent effect on motor*, 
ists — for whom the rate in¬ 
crease provided the major 
barricade. Roughly one * in 
every four vehicles was left at 
home. 


This is the picture that 
show’s up when the 11 momns 
ending Ajail 30 this year are 
compared with the 11 months 
immediately before the dra¬ 
matic jump in rates. 

The traffic figures have 
been compiled by the crown 
corporation itself. There is 
none prepared yet for May, 
the final link in the year 
where the peak rate structure 
existed. But the one month 
isn’t expected to alter the 
over-aU picture. 

After almost a year of pub¬ 
lic outcry and pressure from 
the Vancouver Island tourist 
Industry, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment announced a moder¬ 
ate fare reduction which took 


effect this month. The general 
tares were doubled the year 
before — $lh for a car instead 
of 15. and $4 instead of $2 per 
passenger on regular rate 
days — in what the govern¬ 
ment said was a move to off¬ 
set the fleet's deficit. 

The impact was even more 
severe tor those driving 
larger vehicles, such as 
campers. 

In announcing the partial 
reductions recently. Premier 
Bennett indicated the govern¬ 
ment now was in a position to 
loosen the tinancial screws. In 
addition, it would be working 
for Ihe first lime with a $15 
million federal subsidy.

• Veiiicle traffic on the 
Swartz Eay-Tsawwassen route 
was down 296.132, while the 

decrease on the other route 
was 227,678. 

Where vehicles are con- 
* cemed, the two runs com¬ 
bined for a loss of 523,810 
or 24.32 per cent. 


Norman Gold says a bunch 
o f . "screaming” environ¬ 
mentalists are trying to kick 
his AirWest out of Seattle only 
days after the company 
opened, its Victoria-to-Seattle 
link. 

And what really bothers 
him is that it took him two 
years and “a helluvan invest¬ 
ment’’ to establish the link. 

“But I want to clear one 
thing up — we’re still In busi¬ 
ness until told otherwise. And 
we haven’t received anything 
official to the contrary,” Gold 
said from his Vancouver 
hom, - ' Saturday night. 

The-problem appears to be 
that a floating international 
airport set up to. accommo¬ 
date the air service he owns 
has lieen ordered closed by 
the city. It is an apparent re¬ 
action to angry outcries from 
people reported to be startled 
residents of Lake Union* 

Gold doesn’t think it is resi¬ 
dents making all the /uss. 

"It is a simple case of an 
environmental group hollering 
and screaming,” he told the 
Colonist. 

The 415-foot-by-35-foot termi¬ 
nal for AirWest was towed to 
the south end of the lake last . 
Tuesday. It attracted a 
curious crowd that supposedly 
didn’t know it was a seaplane 
airport until AirWest began 
its new run the next day on a 
twice-a-day basis. 

Since Gold had declared the 
floating terminal a vessel, he 
was able to avoid the restric¬ 
tions of the Shorelines Act.

Drinking drwer hunt: 
Police stop 800 cars 


About 800 motorists were 
stopped by police in Greater 
Victoria on Friday night as 
police began to crack down on 
drinking drivers, and on Sat¬ 
urday morning the toll stood 
at four 24-hour roadside sus¬ 
pensions and four impaired 
driving charges. 

Victoria police maiming 
roadblocks on Esquimalt 
Road, Johnson and Douglas 
charged two drivers with 
driving while impaired after 
checking about 500 vehicles. 

Saanich, which stopped 175 
vehicles, and Colwood. which 
checked 100, each gave out 
one 24-hour roadside suspen¬ 
sion.. 

Sidney R/CMP accounted for 
two impaired driving charges 
and tw'o suspensions. 

Police issued tickets and 
warnings for a number cf 
other offences as well. 


Saanich charged one driver 
with driving while under sus¬ 
pension, and issued 25 warn¬ 
ing tickets.

The beaches were quiet be¬ 
cause of poor weather, but 
three minors were charged 
with possession of liquor as a 
result of checks around liquor 
stores:

In other areas of. the prov¬ 
ince that put up roadblocks,

New gear, training for sea rescue volunteers

Boaters in B.C.’s coastal 
and interior waters can ex¬ 
pect higher ’ standards for 
marine rescue, services as a 
result of new’ training pro¬ 
grams being instituted by the 
Provincial Emergency Pro¬ 
gram (P.E.P.) and the coast 
guard. 

The two organizations .are 
eo-operating in a training pix>- 
gram for volunteers in marine 
rescue. Their aim. P.E.P. co¬ 
ordinator Ted^ Neale said, is 
to raise the standard of 
marine rescue in the prov¬ 
ince as rescue services be¬ 
come more organized. 

On April 1, the coast guard 
inaugurated its own auxiliary 
to help in marine rescue. The 
task of putting together a 
well-equipped and trained res¬ 
cue service is not an easy 
one, however,. which where 
P.E.P. comes in. 

'Ihe local marine rescue 
groups that have sprung up 
on a volunteer basis along the 
coast have been closely affi¬ 
liated with P.E.P. in the past. 
P.E.P. provides them with 


some equipment, training, 
and out-of-pocket exj>enses 
while engaged in search and 

rescue operations. 

"There is a growing need 
for this service and we 
thought we would put Qur 
heads together with the coast 
guard and come up with a 
good program," Neale said 
Saturday. 

This weekend saw the train¬ 
ing program being conducted 
for tiie first time, on an ex¬ 
perimental basis. 

On Friday the 22 volunteers, 
who hail from places as di¬ 
verse'as Prince Rupert, Ter¬ 
race. and Kamloops, as well 
as the Lower Mainland and 
Vancouver Isalnd. spent ,tinie 
in P.E.P. classrooms studying 
the theory behind rescue pro¬ 
cedures and getting acquaint¬ 
ed with their Instructors. 

Saturday was a day for 
"hands-on" experience, start¬ 
ing with practice on line guns, 
which fire a line a long dis¬ 
tance to a disabled vessel or 
the shore. Tile trainees also 
visited the Pacific Rescue 
Centre, then got their feet wet, 
with exercises in the strait. 


Their vessels for most of 
the exercises were the work¬ 
horses of coastal rescue 
teams, inflatable Zodiac 
boats. These sturdy little craft, 
powered by 40-horsepower en¬ 
gines. are virtually unsinka- 
ble. despite their small size. 


Capable of handling waves of 
almost any size, the real limi¬ 
tation of the boats is probably 
the humans who run them. 

They are not comfortable, 
-as a ride in one proves. The 
Hat wooden floor (usually 


slightly awash) features a few 
slpts to prevent slipping, 
large rings to which .straps 
from a waist harness are se¬ 
cured, and an ability to trans¬ 
mit shock from even small 
waves. 


But with 40 horses driving 
them, the little boats can 
move quickly to the scene of 
an accident. Three separate 
air compartments in the pon¬ 
toons, and another alopg the 
keel, make them the vessel of 
choice in a storm.

Handling the flat-bottomed 
b^ats at low speed is tricky. 
Gerry Hutchinson, Victoria 
zone co-ordinator lor P.E.P., 
said. The experience of 6ne 
helpless trainee on Saturday 
proved his point — stuck in a 
harrow, channel between a 
dock and the shore, he 
steered in circles until he dis- 
covered that reverse gear 
steered the craft best at low 
speed. 

Both- search-and-rescue and 
boat handling-skills were put 
to the test on Saturday after¬ 
noon. when the trainees were 
- given the task of locating and 
recovering a dummy body 
near the Brotchie Ledge bea¬ 
con. 

Tying on to stranded boats, 
towing with the Zodiacs, and 
the use of rescue flares were 
. other components of the train¬ 
ing program. 

This weekend’s training 
program, five first Of its kind 
in the province, is getting a 
good going-over today as the 
trainees sit down with their 
instructors and talk about 
ways, Jt can be improved in 
the future, Neal said. 


If it proves worthwhile, the 
coast guard and P.E.P. may 
continue to offer the program. 
Hutchinson said that volun¬ 
teer groups can expect to get 
more sophisticated rescue 
equipment in the future, and 
the training to use it effective¬ 
ly- 

The trainees will also be en¬ 
couraged to take other types 
of training which will upgrade 
their seamanship. Hutchinson 
said. The navigation courses 
offered by Jwwer squadrons, 
for instance, would be useful 
for people engaged in rescue 
work. 

Another possibility for the 
future is taking the training 
team into tiie Interior. A stiff 
wind coming from the wrong 
direction can easily put a 
small boat in serious trouble 
on Okanagan, Kootenay or 
Arrow Lakes, and rescue 
groups already in existence 
there could benefit from fur¬ 
ther training, Neail said. 

"Wfe’re attempting, with the 
coast ‘ guard, to establish a 
standard of expertise for all 
marine rescue services in the 
province.” 
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Prison 
‘drove 
me mad’ 


NEW DELHI (AP) - A key 
prosecution witness in a case 
involving a Canadian woman 
in an alleged Asian murder 
and drugging ring said today 
she tried to commit suicide 
two weeks ago because her 
prison ordeal was “driving 
me mad.”

Miss Ether 
told Magistrate Kuldip Singh 
she was “too upset” to testify 
for the prosecution in connec¬ 
tion with the drugging of 
three French tourists in New 
Delhi last summer. 

“I cannot take any more of 
this.*’ she exclaimed in a 
burst of tears. “I have spent 
12 months in jail, for what? I 
did nothing.”

Sobhraj, Miss Lecler, Miss 
Ether, a Frenchman named 
Jean d’Huisme and 22-year- 
old English woman named 
Barbara Sheryl Smith were 
arrested here last July. 

Asian authorities are trying 
to link Sobhraj and his follow¬ 
ers to at least a dozen 
murders and a series 9 f drug* 
gings in India, Nepal and 
Thailand in 1974 and 1975. 

Tn August Miss Ether was 
granted a provisional pardon 
in the ra/e after she agreed to 
be a state's witness against 
Sobhraj, Miss Leclerc and 
d'Huisme and gave a state¬ 
ment to police. 

But in March, changed her 
testimony in court and ac¬ 
cused police of taking her 
original statement while she 
was under duress. 

Then on May 20. Miss Ether 
and Miss Smith, who has 
agreed to he a state’s witness 
with Miss Kther in the 
murder of a French tourist, 
were taken to hospital with 
mysterious barbiturate over¬ 
doses. 

Miss Ether said outside the 
courtroom that she and Miss 
Smith were led up with the , 
slow pace of the Indian courts I 
and with the police tactics. 

“I stole the pills from the \ 
jail hospital while I worked j 
there as a nurse.” she said. 1

In the Splendid Seventies, 
the grandest mansion in Eng¬ 
land's lake Country was Bels- 
field, home of H. W. 
Schneider. Esq. His money 
came from shipping and 
later, armaments. 

Those were days of peace 
and prosperity. t Building 
notes show his skilled work¬ 
men were paid 24 pence a 
day. And there were no in¬ 
come taxes to plague an in¬ 
dustrial giant.) 

Each morning. Schneider 
came down Belsfield's ornate 
stairs. I never saw his picture. 
But I see him as a portly, no- 
nonsense man with a dignified 
moustache. 

He crossed the great bar- 
bered lawn that roaches a 
hundred yards down to Lake 
Windermere. 

Preceding him was a corps 
of butlers each carrying a 
covered silver tray. There he 
boarded his 75-foot motor ves¬ 
sel. Breakfasted lavishly in 
the paneled cabin on plovers’ 
egg*. Scottish gammon and 
grilled kidneys. 

On the other side of the 
lake, he mounted his pri\ate 
train. Rode 25 miles to the 
great Vickers .shipbuilding 
yards. In the afternoon, he 
came home th^ satn,e way. 

Schneider lived well and 
died rich and respected. Bels- 
field — (its ceilings ornament¬ 
ed by im;jorted Italians) — 
was sold for a hotel. 

“We are fully booked for 
the season.’’ says a London 
hotel man. (A friend of mine 
so I know he’s not jiving me.) 

’Good Americans when 
they die go to Paris,” was a 
clever saying once. 

“This year London's the 
first choice," said the hotel 
man. “Paris? Too expensive. 
Rome? Too much Italian tem- 
perment. A strike a day.”

pinch on violators. The fuzz 
went into action. (After all, 
tourism is the big tortilla win¬ 
ner.) 

Besides beefing up the po¬ 
lice patrols, Mexico increased 
the Green Angels Patrol that 
assists motorists who break 
down on the nation’s high¬ 
ways. 

Said Miguel Guajardo, tha 
Tourist Council’s director, 
“Our police are being made 
aware of the importance the 
government is placing in 
tourist security and will step 
up their campaigns against 
persons involved in any activ¬ 
ity likely to create incidents.'' 

Because of the get-tough 
campaign Mexico expects a 
near-record vacation season. 
At the same time it is fueling 
up another campaign to dou¬ 
ble tourist figures during the 
next decade. The goal: 6 mil¬ 
lion visitors a year. 

Even with all the adverse 
publicity recently. Mexico’s 
aficionados have kept the love 
affair percolating. 

Among Mexico's towns, re¬ 
sorts and villages, several 
come to mind with warm 
memories of previous visits. 

GUANAJUATO 

• Mexico’s picture-postcard 
town is set among hills 25G 
miles northwest of Mexico 
City. Because of its populari¬ 
ty, Guanajuato is accused oc- 
c a s i o n a 11 y of becoming 
I spoiled, although I disagree. 
It is old and peaceful, except 
for the tourists, the burros 
and the back-firing trucks 
that groan through towns on 
the popular route of Indepen¬ 
dence. 

It was from Guanajuato 
that Father Miguel Hidalgo 
led his ragtag army of pa¬ 
rishioners on a march against 
the Spanish. Today the tour 
buses roll along the same 
paths over which Father Hi¬ 
dalgo’s troops marched. 

Guanajuato occupies a deep 
! gorge lined with narrow , cob¬ 
bled streets; it is woven of 
flower patios, magnificent 
churches and colonial homes, 
j and during summertime stu¬ 
dents from the local universi¬ 
ty present the play of Cer¬ 
vantes, performing outdoors 
in the plazas. 

Recommended: The Santa 
Cecilia and Hotel San Diego, 
a former 17th-century convent

SAN MIQUEL DE ALLENDE 

Beyond GuAnajuato, in the 
direction of Mexico City, the 
route of Tndependence passes 
through San Miguel de Al- 
lende, which some insist is 
Mexico’s loveliest village, al¬ 
though I still prefer Guana¬ 
juato. 

In ^San Miguel bells ring 
constantly, for there are 
many churches; it is a gringo 
settlement with an active 
American Legion post and an 
arts and crafts centre the In¬ 
stitute Allende, where both 
student and visitor are offered 
room and board. 

For those who wish to 
relax, to forget the daily 
cares, make a note: visit San 
Miguel de Allende. 

TAXCO 

Here every house has a 
silver lining. It is the silver 
centre of Mexico. It all dates 
back to the Spanish conquests 
hy Hernando Cortes and the 
first silver shipments to 
Spain. The miners of Taxco 
have been producing steadily 
ever since, making poor men 
rich and rich men richer. 

Jose de La Borda was a 
l>oor man who became im¬ 
mensely rich. He said that be¬ 
cause God was good to him he 
would return some of the 
wealth. So it was that he built 
the 18th-century Santa Prisca 
Church. No church in all of 
Mexico can compare with it. 
Surrounding the Santa Prisca 
Church are whitewashed 
buildings with wrought iron 
balconies and red tile roofs. 
Narrow cobbled streets crawl 
among them, filled with dogs 
and pigs and merchants. 

Taxco is a good rest stop 
for tourists traveling between 
Mexico City and Acapulco. It 
offers more than r»00 silver 
shops, so an overnight visit is 
advisable. 

CANCUN 

It is only a few minutes’ 
flight from Cozumel to Can- 
cun, one of The world's newest 
vacation sensations. Nothing 
is old. Everything is brand 
new. So new there’s still the 
odor of fresh paint and newly- 
poured concrete. Only this Is 
just the beginning. 

Other hoteh are in the 
works, so that by the end of 
the century Cancun will be 
playing host to an estimated 
million visotors a year. An 
island 14 miles long and a 
quarter-mile wide, it is joined 
to the mainland by a short, 
narrow bridge. Like Miami 
Beach, Cancun is flat, only 
far less crowded and better 
planned, with miles of the 
finest 'beaches and clearest 
water imaginable. 

Cancun’s proximity to the 
Mayan ruins of Tulum and 


Chicken-Itza ag Well as Isla 
Mujeres give* it an added 
plus. 

Among hotels: Camlno 
Real, El Presidente, the Can¬ 
cun Carilbe, The Aristos, The 
Bojorquez, Playa Blanca, 
Maya Caribe, The Parador 
and the Garza Blanca. In ad¬ 
dition, Club Med has complet¬ 
ed a sleek, low-rise layout 
with 600 air-conditioned rooms 
surrounded on three sides by 
the Caribbean. 

PUERTO VALLARTA 

Even in a resort with the 
popularity of Puerto Vallarta, 
certain charms remain. Sun- 


get still sets aflame the clouds 
overhead. And there is the 
bay, one of the most beautiful 
in Old Mexico. When I went 
there the first time (it was 14 
years ago) there were prac¬ 
tically no taxis. Just a horse 
cab. Also, there were no tele¬ 
phones. Only a radio. You 
could try if you wished, with 
all the static, to reach the out¬ 
side world. Few bothered, 
though. 

Now dozens of cabs line up 
In front of the big hotels, and 
there are telephones. There 
are also more than 2,000 
rooms. The best of them at 
Posada Vallarta out by the 
airport, the Camino Real 
close by town and the Garza 
Blanca near Mismoloya 
Beach. The Garza Blanca is 
special: circular bungalows 
with thatched roofs and white¬ 
washed halls, with the ocean 
at the very door. 

ZIHUATIINJO 

Until recently Zihuatanejo 


was the Acapulco of half a 
century ago. Although only 150 
miles north of Acapulco, it 
lived in the 19th century. Now 
a new jet port had been built 
and they’ve given the town a 
face-lift. The reason for all 
the activity w because of a 
huge new development next 
door. Ixtapa, a $45-million, 
25-mile long coastal resort 
that promises to outdo even 


Acapuldo before the century 

i* out. 

The reason for Z’s face-lift 
is because the Mexicans fig¬ 
ure it will get the backwash of 
tourists from Ixtapa. Well, I 
prefer Z. Primarily because it 
isn't overcrowded, because of 
its excellent swimming beach 
and because the?hotels remind 
me of Mexico rather than 
Miami or Waikiki.

“It is changed every three 
months,'' an Intourist guide 
explains.

St. Isaac's is as famed in 
history though less accessi- 
ble to most travellers as

by almost half a million 
workers over a period of 40 
years (1818-58). 

It is remembered by Lenin¬ 
grad’s older citizens tor the 
superb pageantry of its 
Easter midnight mass. But 
that was before 1S27. Since 
then. like most Soviet 
churches and cathedrals, it ! 
has become a state museum. 

“It is used for scientific ex¬ 
perimentation.” the Intourist 
guide says, explaining nothing 
at all. but the puzzle is ans¬ 
wered as the visitors come 
upon the 321-foc* Pourcault’s 
pendulum suspended from the 
central cupola.* It demon¬ 
strates that the earth rotates 
on its axis, thereby satisfying 
the need to serve the state. 

The gold spire of the cuthe- 
dral within the Fortress of 
Peter and Paul looms as the 
Intourist bus wheels on 
through the sparsely-traf¬ 
ficked streets of the city. The 
gold spire stands more than 
400 feet high, and the interior 
of the cathedral is breathtak-* 
ing. 

Painted, ceilings and gold 
mouldings seize the eyes, as 
does the red velvet throne 
used by the tsars. 

It was the master work of 
Peter the Great, built over 
the years from 1703 to 1728, 
its prison cells to house some 
of the great names of Russian 
history. Visitors seek out the 
c«N of the novelist Fyodor 
Dostoyevsky'. No. 9 within the 
cell-block reserved for the 
most dangerous prisoners. 
Not far aw-ay is the cell long 
occupied by Maxim Gorky. 

It was here that Leon 
Trotsky addressed the sol¬ 
diers in the Russian Revolu¬ 
tion, arrested their command¬ 
ing officer, and won support 
for the siege of the Winter 
Palace across the way. But 
by 1922 the number of prison¬ 
ers of the state had grown so 
huge that the fortress was 
rendered useless as a prison 
— and became a museum. 

Beyond the Winter Palace 
and its magnificent gallery, 
the Hermitage, the old czarist 
palaces now' stand bleak, 
housing »cientific societies 
and research projects. It is 
noman’s land, one suspects, 
neither suitable for the day-to 
day bureaucracy por worthy 
of expensive restoration as a 
tourist museum. 

A street sign, demure and 
almosl unnoticed, points to 
ward Helsinki: a gesture to 
ward the outside world, but a 
sign that few may follow. 

There is little pleasure traf¬ 
fic out of the Soviet Union ex- 
cepl for the parte hierarchy, 
and passage to Finland. 240 
miles distant, is out o r the 
question for most Russians. 

The Intourist bus pulls up 
beside the gunboat Aurora, 
which fired the first shot of 
the Revolution and is now- a 
memorial. 

Nearby is the nine-storey 
Leningrad Hotel, ooened in 
1970 and currently the puide 
of Intourist. 

Tiie manager escorts a 
group of visitora past the 
chubby female hall porters to 
a seventh-floor suite (753* and 
announces that here is where 
Elizabeth Taylor stayed. II is 
a tomfortable three-room 
suitr with an out-of-tunc 
piano. 

.“And your Jackie Onassis. 
too.” the manager adds, 
“when she came to Leningrad

The visitor resists the uige 
to ask if such American 
prinia donnas require room 
service.

"tonic' 
for senility 

PEKING (Reuter) — New' 
Zealand has sold China the 
sexual organs of 1,000 deer for 
making a tonic that the Chi¬ 
nese contend curbs “untimely 
senility,” New Zealand em¬ 
bassy sources said Saturday. 

The tonic, brewed by the 
Shantung branch of China's 
Native Produce and Animal 
By-Products Coup., is said to 
have other ingredients—the 
genitals of dogs and seals. 

The label on the bottle says 
the brew is nutritious, “pro¬ 
moting the brain and recover¬ 
ing memory and strengthen¬ 
ing the organs” and should be 
used particularly by people 
suffering from “untimely se¬ 
nility, sores around the waist 
and pale faces.” 

The embassy sources said 
New Zealand businessmen, 
hope to increase their annual 
sales of the deer commodity.

The 19-year-old Vancouver 
man is an expert on the sub¬ 
ject because on many run-ins 
with the law. 

“You lock a kid up and 
you’re just breeding a better 
criminal," Klassen said in a 
recent interview. "You’ve got 
to get him down on a one-to- 
one basis with someone he 
can really trust." 

The Institutions proposed by 
Attorney-General Garde Gar- 
dom — high-security facilities 
for the moat troublesome de¬ 
linquents and forestry camp* 
for offenders requiring medi¬ 
um security — are no place 
for that kind of trust lo de¬ 
velop, he said. 


2 00 charges 

At the age of 14, Klassen 
had accumulated almost 100 
delinquency charges and 10 
escapes from lawful custody. 
Between the ages -of 12 and 17 
he served time in two residen¬ 
tial treatment centres, Van- 
couver’* Youth Detention 
Centre and Haney Correc¬ 
tional Centre, a wilderness 
camp for delinquents. 

"I was a real little grease- 
ball -— I was hard core." 

Klassen was given one 
year’s probation for stealing 
mini-bikes when he was about 
10 and continued to steal 
small Items until he was re¬ 
manded to the detention 
centre in Vancouver.

Carere said the woman, 
age 48, spent 35 days in hospi¬ 
tal and has no memory erf the 
incident. 

Police were aalled to the 
woman’s home by her hus¬ 
band who reported her miss¬ 
ing. 

They found her in the trail¬ 
er, clad only in a night gown. 
The temperature in the trailer 
was 15 Celsius. 

Coroner Dr. Frank Fa rmrr 
examined the woman and pro¬ 
nounced her dead, finding no 
pulse or hear! heal. 

But as he and police were 
discussing the case, they 
heard a faint gasp from the 
woman. Dr. Farmer began 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation.

Klassen said that in addi¬ 
tion to theft, he began tanta¬ 
lizing the police in high-speed 
car chases, stole cars, includ¬ 
ing a police cruiser, and "was 
just getting into guns." 


He qow i* living with his 
parents, unemployed while 
undergoing a series of eye 
operations from an Injury in 
the traffic accident. 

He said that no matter what 
a child has done, you cannot 
give up on him —but locking 


him up makes him feel you 
have. 

"They’re going to get out 
someday and we’re going to 
have to live with them in the 
same society,” Klassen said. 

"Take it from somebody 
who's really had experience 
in It." 


Adult court 

At 14 he was transferred to 
adult court and sent to Haney. 

"You sit around all day, 
play cards, watch TV and feel 
like a criminal." 

Thej*e, Klassen said, he sue- j 
reeded in holding the record j 
among juveniles "for being 
there the most." 

Twice at Brannan Lake in 
Nanaimo and at a residential | 
treatment centre in Van¬ 
couver he escaped within 
hours of arrival. 

Klassen’ said escaping from 
s wilderness camp for juve¬ 
niles to the city was achieved 
by canoe and hot-wired cars. 

"They put me, a hard-core 
mother; in with younger kids 
just learning illegal stuff." 

He predicted that juveniles 
in Gardom’s proposed forest 
camps will misuse their skills. 


'A field day ’ 

"Putting all those kids in 
the bush and teaching them 
survival — that’ll be a field 
day for them.’’ 

At 16 he was referred to a 
Browndale Care Society 
home, where one staff 
member was assigned to stick 
by his side 24 hours a day. 
After three months of con¬ 
stant attention, during which 
he escaped at least twice, he 
began to trust the rela¬ 
tionship. 

Because of his experience 
with Browndale, he ^trongly 
criticized the decision by 
some greater Vancouver re¬ 
source boards to scrap the 
service. 


Lnter trouble 

Since leaving Browndale at 
18 he has tried to go straight, 
though he has been in trouble 
with the police for a traffic 
accident and burglary offence 
in the United States.

Royal Commission inquiring 
into the affairs of the British 
Columbia Railway begins a 
two-week tour Monday of 
towns served by the provin- 
ciaMy owned rail system. 

The three-member commis¬ 
sion will hold public hearings 
in Squamish, Lillooet. Wil¬ 
liams Lake, Quesnel. Prirffce 
George. Fort St. John, Ter¬ 
race. Mackenzie and Fort 
Nelson. 

The tour wUl provide the 
public with anopportunity to 
express its views on the fu¬ 
ture direction of the 65-year- 
old railway, which provides 
5,525 jobs and w as the tool for 
development of the province’s 
northern resources. 

Local interest along the 
1,250 miles of operational 
track indicates that northern 
communities consider the 
railway of vital interest to 
their future. 

A total of 58 organizations 
and individuals, including 
farmers, oil companies, 
unions, forestry interests, dis¬ 
trict councils and native In¬ 
dians, have given notice of 
their intention to present 
briefs. 

At Squamish, where BCR’s 
railcar-manufacturing divi¬ 
sion faces a shutdown, unions

Adamson had been tried for 
murder in the Oct. 26 death of 
Miller, 49. at the Washington 
Hotel.

Adamson was remanded in 
custody lor sentencing June 

24. 

Crown counsel Roy Jaques, 
reviewing the evidence tor the 
jury, said that police wrote 
Adamson a note on the night 
of the stabbing asking him 'if 
he wished to explain what 
happened. The accused an¬ 
swered by note saying: “But 
he owed me $100 lor one year. 

I made made at him. I’m kill 
..him.” Jaques said. 

Jaques told the jury Adam¬ 
son made his statement to the 
police voluntarily. 

During the trial, Jane Hast¬ 
ings, a psychologist specializ¬ 
ing in linguistics, testified 
Adamson probably did not 
understand at the time he had 
the right to remain silent. She 
also said he probably did not 
understand his trial well 
enough to detend himself 
properly. 

The teslimonv was given, 
during a trial-vvilhin-a-triai in 
which the jury ruled Adamson 
was fit to stand trial. 

Hastings said Adamson was 
of average intelligence, but 
his ability to communicate 
with others through sign-lan¬ 
guage or by note was about 
that of a child four years and 
seven months old. 

A sign-language translater 
interpreted the proceedings to 
Adamson throughout the trial, 
but Hastings said Adamson’s 
knowledge^ of sign-language 
was only'mediocre. . 

Defence counsel Peter Rit¬ 
chie called no witnesses. He 
said he had been unable to 
speak to his client or to take 
Instructions from him.

Lawyers approve 
specialty tryout 


JASPER. Alta. (CP) — 
British Columbia lawyers 
have tentatively recommend¬ 
ed a pilot project which will 
allow lawyers to describe 
themselves as specialists in 
certain areas of law. 

The project, which was dis¬ 
cussed Friday at the joint an¬ 
nual meeting of the B.C. and 
Alberta branches of the Cana¬ 
dian Bar Association, re¬ 
quites further approval of 
both the B.C. Bar Association 
and the Law Society of B.C. 

Criminal law, immigration, 
wills and trusts, and family 
law would be the four specia¬ 
lities jnvclved in the project. 

Proponents ol the project 
said it would help j>e<>ple to 
know’ in what areas a lawyer 
was ejq>erienced. Under the 
present system, which will 
continue under the pilot proj¬ 
ect. all lawyers are held to be 
competent in all legal mat¬ 
ters. 


Written tests of legal know l¬ 
edge, letters of recommen¬ 
dation and length of experi¬ 
ence would form the general 
basis for certification under 
the program. 

One critic of the program 
said in many cases it would 
not help members of the pul>- 
lic, because a person wlio 
needed legal help often didn’t 
know which area of the law 
his problems involved.

Gilbert, who is as expert as 
any angler in these waters. 

As a rule of thumb Gilbert 
advises minimum leader 
lengths to be two times the 
length of the dodger for Oc¬ 
topus, Hootchies, Squirt*,- 
Squids, and tly-type lures; 
three times the length of a 
dodger for bait or spoons. 

Generally, you should use 
shorter leaders tor coho and 
longer leaders for jacksprings 
•and chinopks. 

LURES that don't have 
their own built-in action, like 
hootchies and flies, require 
shorter leaders than the ac¬ 
tivated bait heads. 

And for iures that don't 
have their own built-in action 
you should use heavier 30- 35-, 
even 40-pound-test leader so 
you can get the action down 
to the lure. 

Far a 12- or 14-inch Abe and 
A1 flasher the minimum lead¬ 
er length should be 24 and 28 
inches, but you can effectively 
fish an Octopus, Squirt, hoot- 
chie or fly on an Abe and A1 
dodger with leader lengths 
from 24 inches % 'to 48 inches. 
The shorter the leader the 
more action given to the lure. 

But when fishing with small 
spoons and flasher os. dodger 
closer to the surface you 
should use lighter test leader 
— say 15- or 20-pound-test — 
to give more freedom to the 
spoons to move around.

says 40- to 50;pound-test lead¬ 
er is a must. 

But in Saanich Inlet where 
the fish are generally smaller 
afid there isn’t much tide ac¬ 
tion you can use as light s 30- 
pound-test leader with a 
flasher. 

In the strong tides off 
Sooke-Beechey HeadrPedder 
Bay the heavy-gauged, com¬ 
mercial-type flashers, like the 
Abe and AJ, Pal, Roy Smith 
and fhe new Mark TV flashers 
definitely take precedence 
over the lighter-type flashers 
favored by Strait of Georgia 
sports anglers. The plastic 
Hot Spot and Oki flashers are 
also favorite Juan de Fuca 
Strait flashers for the big 
Chinooks. 

The heavy commercial-type 
flashers fish better in the big 
water and they don’t go hay¬ 
wire and whip around in the 
strong tides, as the lighter 
flashers are prone to do. 

DOWNHIGGER 8 are the in- 
thing for sports anglers just 
now because they allow them 
to get their lures down deeper 
and still use light tackle. 

But. at this time of year 
when the big fish aren’t down 
so deep as they are in the 
winter, some of the sports 
fishing highliners go back to 
fishing with their compara¬ 
tively light-tipped rods. 

And when fishing in heavy 
tides when speed of the boat 
can be deceptive that beat of 
the flasher can be hard to 
judge, unless you have a 
light-tipped rod That is the 
advantage a rod has over a 
Downrigger at this time of 
year. 

Many of the highliners use 
straight bait, with no flasher, 
at least on one of their rods. 
You can tie a flasher directly 
above the weight on Your 
downrigger and then fish your 
lure above with no flasher on 
ic line. 

But, the real secret is to 
have your gear in the water 
and stay fishing long enough 
to catch the bite periods. 

The highliners (the ones 
who catch most of the fish 
most of the time) understand 
how to rig bait to get the best 
action without a dodger or 
flasher. 

But the novice, or less expe¬ 
rienced, can get lure action 
with the use of dodgers or 
flasher*. 

A DODGER swings back 
and forth In thee watr. A 
flasher swings back and forth, 
but also revolves every once 
in awhile. Bending the 
dodgers can turn them, into 
flashers and you can adjust 
your actions by bending the 
dodgers. 

They serve a dual purpose 
— to give out flashes that at¬ 
tract the salmon and to ac¬ 
tivate the lures to give them 
animated action. 

Bend up on the rear portion 
of a flasher or dodger to give 
it more action. If it is spin¬ 
ning too fast bend it down on 
the front portion, or up to give 
it more spin. 

Many anglers don’t know 
the front from the rear of a 
flasher or dodger. 

They seem to think the 
quick change goes to the line, 
but it goes to the lure. 

Hold it up in front of you by 
the swivel. 

If you can read the name on 
the flasher you are holding it 
toy the end the line (not the 
lure) attaches. 

If you are fishing in waters, 
where you might catch big 
cfdnooks, like in Sooke to Ped- 
der Bay, Muchalat Inlet, or 
Albemi Inlet you should use 
40 to 50 inches of 40- to 45- 
pound-test leader, although 
you can use 30-pound-test line. 

The reason for the heavy 
test leader is that if the 
dodger turns sideways in the 
water it can put up lots of 
resistance, enough to snap a 
lighter leader when you have 
a big fish on. 

WHEN FISHING for 
smaller Chinooks you can use 
15, 25- or 30-pound-test line, 
but with a revolving flasher 
there isn’t enough resistance 
to make the swivels turn. 
Consequently the line will 
Often twist. 

Gilbert says he knows of 
only one way to solve the 
problem of Hhe twist. 


The main line should be 35- 
to 40 -pound-test down to a ball 
bearing or bead swivel. 

Then put on about 2p feet of 
at least 50-pound-test monofi¬ 
lament, then attach it to the 
ball bearing swivel on the 
flasher. 

Come back to the first swiv¬ 
el and attach a drop weight 
that you can detach when you 
are reeling in.* But make 
sure that first swivel is small 
enough to go through the eyes 
of the rod. 

WHEN FISHING for 

smalier Chinooks you can use 
15-, 25- or 30-pound-test line, 
but with a revolving flasher 
there isn’t enough resistance 
to make the swivels turn. 
Consequently the* line will 
often twist. 

\Then the flasher starts to 
spin the 50-pound-test line is 
so rigid it won’t twist. The 
bead swivels will go around 
first. 

GILBERT, who has 
changed from guiding to 
tackle manufacturing, mar¬ 
kets three sizes of Jim Gilbert 
stainless steel flashers — a 23 
cm (nine-inch) model; a 28 
cm (11-inch model) and a 33 
cm (13-inch) model. 

He also markets three 
smaller narrow, flashers for 
lighter fishing. 

The closer you fish to the 
surface and the lighter the 
tackle you use, the smaller 
the dodger or flasher you 
should use, he says. 

The narrower the dodger, 
the less drag to the tackle. 

The deeper you fish in the 
water, the less light there is, 
and the bigger your dodger or 
flasher should be. 

Jack James of Radiant 
Lures recommends that re¬ 
volving flashers, such as the 
Abe and Al, Hot Spot, Oki or 
new Mark iv, should be used 
with Radiant Squirts or 
Happy Hookers. 

For the Abe and Al flasher 
he recommends a 30-inch, 40- 
pound-test stiff leader, so the 
leader doesn’t whip the lure 
around. 

For Hot Spot or Oki flashers 
he recommends a 6 -inch to 
40-inch leader and troll much 
faster than usual. 

“If using a hootchie-type 

lure, don’t go as slow as 
when fishing with bait,” he 
says. 

Newest flasher on the mar¬ 
ket is the pant 19-inch-long 
Mk TV flasher designed by 
Mark Grant and Don Cole- 
grave. for use on a stout rod, 
deep line, or downrigger 
and it has been catching its ! 
share of big fish in the Sooke-. i 
Beechey Head waters. 

At the correct speed the Mk 
IV flasher sweeps three to 
four feet and, due to abrupt 
bends at each end and larger 
surface area, produces many 
flashes of light throughout its 
arc, thereby attracting fish 
from above, below, in front 
of, and behind. 

TO, SIMULATE lifelike bait 
action Grant and Colegrave 
recommend 50-inch leaders 
for medium and large min¬ 
nows, 60-inch leaders for strip 


and super strip, and 70-inch 
leaders for whole herring. 

They advise not to insert 
the hooks into the bait as this 
impedes bait action, and they 
recommend 35 to 60-pound 
test leaders. 

The Mk IV flasher, they 
say, works best at fast troll¬ 
ing speed. It will not. spin 
w’hen fished against the tide, so 
lure action remains consistent 
as fishing conditions vary. 

They say you should allow 
at least 15 feet between the 
weight and flasher action, so 
as not to impede the flasher 
action. 

A minimum of V* pounds of 
weight should be used. Once 
below the surface, they say. 
the flasher cuts deep and 
when retrieved offers less re- 
sistance than roatating 
flashers.

The act was passed Jan. 3, 
1968. 

And before that date, the 
corporal aircraft technician, 
had been a member of'the 

RCAF. 

Sea duty had not been re¬ 
quired of him' before that 
date. 

Now, under the legislation. 


he could not be ordered to go 
to sea even for the mainte¬ 
nance of the choppers for 
which he was qualified and 

paid. 

So he remained ashore for 
land duty and was replaced 
aboard the^legtroyer. 

Nine yeats since unification 
and the reorganization act 
and this was the first time the 
•services were hit by such "an 
oddball case” as they see it. 

TTie "implications/’ as their 
legal experts ponder them, 
could be enormous. 

There are at least 50 other 
chopper technicians aboard 
destroyers, and some of them 
"in” the service before the 
reorganization act of ’68. 

What's more, conceded 
headquarters information of¬ 
ficers, of the current 78,000 of¬ 
ficers and other ranks, at 
least 15.000 were on strength 
in'the pre-unification forces. 


How many could invoke 
Section Seven of the act? 

Even one more would be two 
too many. 

A worried headquarters is 
telling itself that '.‘a very 
great many” of the 15,000 pre¬ 
unification types are "locked 
in” by the very nature of 
their specialized sefvice. 

The artillery, the armored 
corps, and what headquarters 
terms the "hard land trades” 
vvoula never, under any but 
circumstances of extreme ' 
“emergency” be required to : 
go to sea 

Or to fly, for that matter. 

"Emergency. ” under the 
terms of Section Seven is the 
Key. operative word. 

Would an urgent manpower 
shortage be such an “emer¬ 
gency?" 

Like the case of the cor¬ 
poral 'aircraft technician who 
didn’t want to go to sea — 
and was permitted to remain 
ashore — it might be another 
case for the federal court. 

Meanwhile, slightly embar¬ 
rassed. defence headquarters 
is hoping the trouble-causing 
news of Section Seven of the 
Canadian Forces Reorganiza¬ 
tion Act doesn’t get around 
too fast, too far. 

It has other things it prefeia 
doing than following the ac¬ 
tion in federal court. •

VANCOUVER (CP)—A 
barter system of justice 
where a prosecutor and de¬ 
fence lawyer privately dls- 
ouss with a judge the sentenc¬ 
ing of an accused who pleads 
guilty would not be acceptable ! 
in British Columbia, says dis¬ 
trict court Judge Darrell 
Jnes.

He disagreed with Greg 
Brodsky, president of the 
Manitoba Trial Lawyers Asso¬ 
ciation, who said he saw noth¬ 
ing wrong with the former 
system and predicted that its 
elimination would produce 
fewer guilty pleas and more 
trials. 

The objective, said Jones, 
was to see justice adminis¬ 
tered and “not to see how 
many trials we can get 
through or how quickly we 
can get through them.” 

Regional crown counsel 
Alan Fllmer said discussions 
on sentencing in J u d g e s’ 
chambers were unthinkable, 
and such a decision was the 
duty of the judge alone. 

Fllmer gave as an example 
a case last February before 
the B.C Court of Appeal in 
which the appeal tribunal cen¬ 
sured a trial judge and two 
lawyers who held a private 
conference during a robbery

BEVERLY HILL — At 38, 
Mario Thomas is a curious 
amalgam of images: The 
strong-willed daughter who 
found an identity beyond that 
of being Danny Thomas’ kid; 
the slightly wacky girl in the 
old TV series THAT Girl; the 
movie actress who has always 
been described as "promis¬ 
ing.” the stereotypical career 
woman who has never mar¬ 
ried and, more recently, the 
activist in the women’s move¬ 
ment. 

But she is not nearly so 
frivolous or so innocuous as 
much of her press would 
seem to suggest. Quoting 
Katharine Hepburn, Miss 
Thomas, laughing her belly 
laugh, says. "I don’t care 
what they print as long as it 
isn’t true.” 

Question : Are you trying to 
hide behind a lie? 

Answer: A He? I Just think 
you have so little that’s your 
own. For instance, I never 
have my home photographed, 
not because anybody gives a 
damn. The whole world will 
live without ever seeing my 
house. The point is, it belongs 
to me. There’s so little that is 
yours, so why not savor it? 

A pretty woman, small¬ 
boned and slender, with lumi¬ 
nous eyes — her most striking 
characteristic — and long 
black hair framing her face, 
she is sitting on one of her 
lemon-colored sofas in front of 
a mammoth fireplace sur¬ 
rounded by lemon rugs, pale 
yellow walls and high-backed 
chocolate chairs. 

"One doesn’t want to be un¬ 
truthful,” Miss Thomas says 
as she flicks her hair back, 
"but what obligation do I 
have to reveal myself? I 
mean, there’s nothing weird 
about my life. There’s nothing 
to hide; there’s just some¬ 
thing to preserve. There’s 
always this constant conflict 
in an interview between being 
honest and not giving away 
the things that belong to 
you.”

In the period of a year, 
Barry and Suzi Kaufman have 
tnmed their severely autistic- 
son into a loving, adjusted 
and normal boy. 

Miracle? One shot in a mil¬ 
lion? Barry Kaufman doesn’t 
perfect example of the success 
of what he calls the ’’option 
process.’* 

By the age of 17 months, the 
Kaufmans’ third child, a son

named Raun. had withdrawn 
completely from all human 
contact and was diagnosed as 
autistic, which traditionally 
has been labelled a sul> 
category of childhood schi¬ 
zophrenia.- 

The boy's case was consid¬ 
ered classic autism and it was 
considered incurable and 
hopeless. 

He stared through his 
parents as if they were trans¬ 
parent and rocked back and 
forth incessantly in typical 
autistic fashion. 

The Kaufmans, \rix> live In 
Roslyri, N.Y., decided they 
wSould not submit Raun to 
electric-shock therapy com¬ 
monly used on autistic*, nor 
would they tie him to his 
chair so he couldn't rock. 

“We decided to give him a 
life without conditions," 
Barry said in an interview, 
“lie didn’t have to get better 


and we didn’t demand that he 
even try to. 

“He was iust * little boy 
doing the ibest he could. We 
didn’t make him conform to 
our world. We went to his.” 

The most important asjiect 
of their treatment of their son 
was to imitate him. They 
joined in his bizarre manner¬ 
isms with energy and enthusi¬ 
asm. 

If he rocked, they rocked. If 
ha spun or flapped his fingers, 
they* ~sf>un and flapiied their 
lingers. 

“It was our way of learn¬ 
ing, of saying hello, of trying 
to communicate love and ac¬ 
ceptance of him,” Kaufman 
said.

ment, Raun was transformed 
from a boy with a functional 
IQ to one with an IQ mea¬ 
sured above average. 

What the Kaufmans did was 
to put their option process to 
very practical use, on them¬ 
selves. They examined es¬ 
tablished beliefs regarding 
the treatment of autism, 
found then wanting and opted 
to replace them witft love and 
happiness. 

The option process, as de¬ 
signed by the Kufmans, is a 
series of questions (What are 
you unhappy about? Why are 
you unhappy about that?) 
which may allow a person to 
investigate self-defeating be¬ 
lief systems and replace them 
with life-affirming and life- 
loving principles. 

Kaufman has described hi* 
philosqphv in a book called 
“To Love Is To Be Happy 
With.”

has to impart himself. 

“When we view' something 
as difficult, terrible or hope¬ 
less,” Kaufman writes, “then 
we help make it difficult, ter¬ 
rible and hopeless. 

“But when we decide not to 
see it as disastrous and dif¬ 
ficult, by that decision alone, 
w'e begin to allow ourselves to 
see the beauty and to find the 
answers.”

Where did South go wrong? 
Red South needed all five 
diamond tricks to make the 
contract, the fineaae of the 
jack would offer the beat 
chance. However, five tricks 
were not the objective and 
declarer should have played 
to assure four tricks. 

After cashing the diamond 
king, declarer should have 
led a diamond and taken a 
deep finesse with dummy's 
seven. It mattered litttle 
whether this won or lost. The 
important point was that 
declarer would surely score 
four diamond tricks even if 
the fineaae lost. 

If dummy’s seven had lost 
to East’s ten, tha rest of dum¬ 
my’s diamonds would have 
been ready to run. But, as in 
today’s case, the deep finesse 
was actually a safety play 
against the existing un¬ 
favorable distribution 

After dummy's diamond 
seven wins the trick, declarer 


reenters hta hand for another 
diamond finesse and ends the 
rubber with a well deserved 
over-trick.

ISTANBUL (UPI) — Tur¬ 
key’s violent election cam¬ 
paign ended Saturday with 
Bulent Ecevit, the hero of 
Turkey’s invasion of Cyprus, 
expected to defeat Prime Min¬ 
ister Suleyman Demirel. 

The month-long campaign, 
in which 12 persons have died, 
ended officially at 6 p.m. 

Ecevit, leader of the centre- 
l e f t Republican Peoples 
Party, made last-minute cam¬ 
paign trips to Diyarbakir and 
Van in trdditionally-consecu- 
tive eastern Turkey. 

Demirel, his chief rival and 


leader of tha conservative 
Justice Party, concentrated 
his eleventh-hour vote-getting 
efforts on Istanbul. 

Ecevit drew a record crowd 
of 150,000 in Istanbul Friday, 
a sharp contrast to the mere 
10,000 who had turned out for 
Demirel two days before. 

Voting for the 3,081 can¬ 
didates from eight parties 
competing fqr the 450 national 
assembly seats begins at 8 
a.m. today. Polls close at 5 
p.m. Results are expected 
early Monday. 

During the voting all enter-

MONTREAL (CP) — Que¬ 
becers are people who live in 
the province, earn their living 
in Quebec and have, or about 
to obtain, the right to vote, 
Premier Rene Levesque said 
Saturday. 

“But to be a true Quebecer, 
one has to understand what 
Quebec is,” he told about 400 
participants, main'ly im¬ 
migrants, at a conference on 
immigration. “You must 
make an effort to understand 
the situation once you are 
here.” 

Levesque said political evo¬ 
lution had placed the French- 
speaking majority in Quebec 
“in an anglophone, country 
where we wilh always, if we 
stay in it, be a minority.” 

He added: “This turn of 
events has resulted in giving 
the anglophone community an 
excessively dominant role and 
a disproportionate force of at¬ 
traction,” 

Levesque said English dom¬ 
ination “in a colonial context” 


had generated fear and uncer- 
t a i n t y among French- 
Canadians and these feelings 
“have in turn provoked the 
aggressiveness that several of 
you probably feel has hurt 
you.” 

Appealing for under¬ 
standing. the premier rei¬ 
terated the objectives of his 
government’s controversial 
language bill. He added, how¬ 
ever, that his Parti Quebecois 
was aware of the importance 
of English. 

“As much as it Is necessary 
and normal for the majoirty 
to want to make French the 
official language, the profit¬ 
able language of Quebec, the 
government is also aware that 
English is the dominant lan¬ 
guage on the continent,” he 
said. 

“Consequently, the govern¬ 
ment is determined to make 
solid teaching of the English 
language available to every¬ 
one.”

The butt* should be taken 
up and separated every third 
year, as soon as the foliage 
has died down and lost its 
green coloring. Shake off the 
soil and spread the lifted 
plaQts out on newspapers in a 
cool and airy place to dry 
slowly, then remove the dead 
tops and clean the bulbs. Re¬ 
plant them separately in well- 
drained soil and a sunny 
aspeot in September or early 
October. 

SPINDLY ASPARAGIft 
<S.Mc8„ Victoria) 

There is nothing unnatural 
about the spindly growth of 
your asparagus; it is simply 
too young to produce fat, suc¬ 
culent spears. 


PLANTING STRAW BER¬ 
RIES (H.D., Mete koala) 

While there is quite a bit of 
leeway in planting times, my 
own preference for es¬ 
tablishing a strawberry patch 
is in late August. Good strong 
rooted runners are available 
by that time, and if grown 
thriftily, they should yield a 
good crop the following sum¬ 
mer. 

In the meantime, you can 
get in a few licks at preparing 
the ground for your strawber¬ 
ry bed. Dig it over deeply, in¬ 
corporating all the old strawy 
manure you can Jay your 
hands on. Water frequently to 
encourage weed seeds to 
sprout, and keep the hoe busy 
to ensure a weed-free plot at 
planting time. 

FEATHER HYACINTH 
(E.R., Victoria) 

That curiously twisted blue 
flower head you sent me is 
from a plant known as the 
Feather Hyacinth, actually 


You say you set out one- 
year-old purchased roots' in 
the spring of 1576; these 
should not have been cropped 
at all this year, as newly 
planted asparagus roots need 
at least two years of growth 
before any cropping com¬ 
mences. Growth should be 
sturdier and more vigorous 
next spring and it should be 
safe to take a small crop, cut¬ 
ting for, say, about two 
weeks. 

Thereafter, a fairly good 
rule of thumb to follow is to 
cut for as many weeks as the 
height of the plants in feet. 
For instance,' if the plants 
reach a height of four feet in 
the summer of 1978, you can 
cut for four weeks in the 
spring of 1979, and so on. 

It would pay you to stir and 
loosen the soil around and be¬ 
tween your , plants, then 
spread a generous surface 
dressing of old rotted manure 
or ripe oompoet over the bed. 


Make sure the plants do not 
go short of water through the 
summer. It is of the utmost 
importance that the foliage or 
fern remain green and 
healthy throughout the sum¬ 
mer. 

RHODODENDRON HEDGE 

(N.T., Ganges) 

A rhododendron hedge can 
be most attractive and satis 
tying, and about tha best and 
moat practicable variety for 
this purpose is R. ponticum 
This is a farticularly hardy 
and free-flowering kind. 
blooming in mauve to light 
purple shadei, and It stands 
up well under hard pruning 
Your hedge may be kept ns 
low as feet or as high as 
10 feet. 

Another attraction is the 
cost. Plants of Rhododendron 
ponticum can usually be pur¬ 
chased for less than half the 
cost of tha hybrid varieties 
Plant to well-prepared peatv 
soil with a apaclng of 24 
inches between the plants.

Ontario Premier William Davis said Saturday he 
does not believe in a Toronto Star poll published earlier 
in the day which shows the Progressive Conservative 
lead shrinking and a resurgence by the Liberals in 
popular support for Thursday’s provincial election. . 

Tory polls show the 
Progressive Conservatives 
with a substantial lead over 
the New Democrats with the 
Liberals still in third spot, he 
said. 

The Star poll says the Con¬ 
servatives have 37 per cent of 
popular support, the Liberals 
33 per cent and the NDP 30. 

The survey found 17 per 
cent were undecided and 14 
per cent declined to say how 
they would \$>te. 

In 1975, a minority Conser¬ 
vative government was elect¬ 
ed with 36 per cent of the 
vote. The Liberals had 34 per 
cent and the NDP 29 in the 
last election. 

"We are optimistic and an¬ 
ticipate with confidence the 
judgment of the people on 
June 9,” Davta said Saturday 
in an interview in Fergus, 
about 15 miles north of 
Guelph. 

Davis said the tory poll was 
done more frequently and 
took a large sample of the 
electorate. He said that there 
was much variance between 
The Star poll and his party’s 
but declined to give numbers. 

4 *I would suggest The Star 
ask for its money back or pay 
with a cheque post-dated after 
June 10,” Davis said with a 
chuckle. 

He said The Star consistent¬ 
ly has underestimated the 
Progressive Conservative vote 
and in the last election in 1975 
it foresaw a Liberal govern¬ 
ment. 

Liberal leader Stuart Smith 
said The Star poll results are 
encouraging but that the im¬ 
portant thing is to continue to 
carry the party’s message 
and policies to Ontario voters.

Puerto Rican riots 
kill two in Chicago

CHICAGO fUPI) - Rioting, 
looting and gunfire broke out 
during the annual Puerto 
Rican Day celebration Satur¬ 
day leaving at least two per¬ 
sons dead, 60 others injured, 
including at least 22 police¬ 
men. 

Authorities said at least 
seven persons were shot. . 

"It’s chaos out there,” a po¬ 
lice spokesman said. 

More than 1.000 persons 
were gathered in Humboldt 
Park on the Northwest Side, 
hurling bricks and bottles at 
some 250 police in riot gear 
who sealed off the park and 
tried to disperse the crowd. 

Police helicopters flew over 
the area, directing search¬ 
lights in a search for rooftop 
snipers. 

A number of cars, including 
two police vehicles, were 
overturned and burned by the 
mob, more than 200 of whom 
were looting stores along Di¬ 
vision Street. The streets 
were sprayed with broken 
glass and five hours a Ref the 
melee erupted at 6 p.m. it 
showed little signs of abating.

LONDON — A former 
member of Uganda’s cabi¬ 
net has charged that 
Anglican Archbishop Jon- 
ani Luwum and Entebbe 
hijack hostage Dora Bloch 
were murdered by the. 
regime of President Idi 
Amin. 

In an interview with 
The Sunday Times, for¬ 
mer Health Minister 
Henry Kyemba, who has 
defected to Britain, said 
he saw the bullet-riddled 
bodies of the archbishop 
and two arrested cabinet 
ministers in February. 

Amin has said t h e 
three men were killed in 
a car accident 

“All three had been 
shot at close range sev¬ 
eral times,” Kyemba said. 
‘‘The archbishop had been 
shot through the mouth , 
and the chest thiee or 
four times.” 

Kyemba also told the news¬ 
paper he was "unwittingly re- 
sjjonsible for the tragic and 
brutal death of Mrs. Dora 
Bloch in Uganda last year.” 

Mrs. Bloch, a British citizen, 
had collapsed while being 
held hostage by Palestinian 
guerrillas aboard an Air 
France jet at Entebbe Airport 
with 105 other airline passen¬ 
gers. 

She was admitted July 2, 
1976, to Mulago Hospital in 
Kampala, and because she re¬ 
covered quickly, Kyemba 
said, he could have dis¬ 
charged .her Hie next night. 

• Instead, as an act of ill- 
fated kindness. I decided to 
let her Sf>end one last night in 
the comfort of a bed. She was, 
after all, 73 years old, and the 
hostages were sleeping on the 
stone floor of the old airport 
building. 

“But that was the night of 
the famous raid on Entebbe 
by Israeli commandos.

KERNERSVTLL&, N.C. 
(UPl) — Vandals were 
blamed Saturday for tun¬ 
neling about 20,000 gallons 
of chemical waste into 
this city’s water Supply 
and forcing the temporary 
evacuation of about 800 
persons from their homes. 

A mixture of oil sludge, 
waste water and ether 
derivative was loosed 
from six storage tanks at 
the Destructo Chemway 
Co., late Friday night, 
and found its way into the 
town reservoir. Fumes 
from the chemicals forced 
the evacuation of homes 
a 2^*-mile radius 
around the plant. 

Area residents said the 
eye-stinging fumes were 
caused by the ether deri¬ 
vative. and the odor was 
described as similar to 
that of tear gas. 

Mrs. Barbara Overman, 
who lives about a mile 
from the plant, said her 
family began smelling the 
fumes around 11:30 p.m. 
and finally left the house 
about 1:15 a.m. 

"Our eyes were burning 
and it was hard to 
breathe.” she said. "They 
, (the firemen) came and 
told us they thought it 
would be better for us to 
get in our truck because it 
was airtight and we could 
breathe better. We did 
that, but it finally got so 
bad we decided to get out 
of the territory.” 

Plant manager Howard 
Jackson and sheriff’s de¬ 
partment deputies believe 
the spill was caused by 
vandals w'ho scaled a six- 
foot chain link fence and 
tampered with drain val¬ 
ves on tile tanks. 

"It was sabotage, 
something,” said Jackson. 
‘‘Whoever did it knew 
what they were doing.” 

The city of about 15.000, 
located 10 miles from 
Winston-Salem, switched 
to a backup reservoir to 
meet water needs until 
tests could be conducted. 

The fumes dissipated 
and by Saturday morning 
residents returned to their 
homes.

About three hours later the 
ship wqpt down, bow first, 
then, with the stem in tire air, 
turned upside down and disap¬ 
peared. 

“It was a sad sight,” the 
captain said. 

He said the passengers be¬ 
haved admirably and there 
was no panic. Passengers in¬ 
terviewed earlier had praised 
the efficiency of the cap¬ 
tain and his crew in launching 
the boats and rafts and get¬ 
ting everybody away from the 
ship. 

“I can’t have enough praise 
for the search and rescue,” 
the captain said, referring to 
claims from some quarters 
that search and rescue offici¬ 
als wore slow to respond. 

“The first plane got out to 
us before she sank.” 

Two rescue helicopters and 
the icebreaker sir Humphrey 
Gilbert had picked up all 128 
by about 5:30 a.m. local time 
Friday. They were taken to 
St. Anthony and Mary’s Har¬ 
bour on the Labrador coast 
and later flown to St. John's. 

The Carson, classed as an 
icebreaker by Canadian ship- 
. ping authorities, was well 
known during her years of 
service between North Sydney 
and Port aux Basques for her 
ability to move through heavy 
ice. 

The vessel began the North 
Sydnev-Port aux Basques run 
in 1958. 

Last year she was taken off 
the run and assigned to the 
Newfoundland-Labrador ser¬ 
vice. Her last annual refit 
was in December. 

Cause of her sinking may 
never be known. Hinks said 
Inquiries so far have discov¬ 
ered no evidence of what 
caused her to begin taking 
water.

dan account, had died in a car 
accident when they tried to 
overpower the driver to es¬ 
cape. 

“All three had Iteen shot at 
very close range.” Kyenvba is 
quoted as saying. 

The Ugandan government 
alleged at the time that the 


archbishop was implicated in 
a pick against the security of 
Uganda. The two members 
who were arrested were Inter¬ 
nal Affairs Minister Arphaxed 
(Charles) Oboth-Ofumbi and 
L t.

Presidents can break law—Nixon 


sail? Colonist Victoria. B.C., Sunday, June 5, 1977 


WASHINGTON fUPD - In 
a plea lor public under¬ 
standing, Richard Nixon said 
Saturday he never claimed 
presidents were “above the 
law” but only that they had 
discretionary power to break 
laws in the national interest. 

He said that power jdstified 
his own intention to crush vio¬ 
lent antiwar dissent by bur¬ 
glary and wiretap. He urged 
the public to trust presidents, 
and leave them a “grey area 


... of inherent powers’’ to 
disregard laws when they felt 
they must 

“Presidents are elected not 
merely to be automatons, but 
to exercise judgment.’’ he 
said in an article written for 
the Washington Star. 

“. . . Sometimes the letter 
of one law conflicts with the 
spirit of another. In such 
oases a president must choose 
which to follow." 

And, apparently sensitive to 
the mistrust generated by the 


Watergate scandal, he 
warned-; “it would be disas¬ 
trous if, in. an excess of pro¬ 
hibitory zeal, we were to tie 
the president’s hands ... li¬ 
miting him merely to the me¬ 
chanical function of executing 
the precise letter of the law 

‘We have to place some 
faith in his judgment. We 
have to give him room to 
manoeuvre.” 

Nixon slated his credo in a 


long, scholarly article written 
for Sunday's edition of the 
Star. He said he wanted to 
“set the record straight” and 
correct ‘widespread fnisin- 
terpretations” of things he 
said in a recent televised in¬ 
terview with David Frost. 

"The article was volun¬ 
teered by Mr. Nixon,’’ Star 
editor Jftmes Bellows said. 

“There is no payment in¬ 
volved.” 

In the third interview,, 


broadcast May 19, Froet 
brought up the “Huston plan” 
of 1970, iij, which White House 
aide Tom Charles Huston ad¬ 
vised Nixon to have federal 
law-enforcement' agencies 
harass antiwar protesters by 
means of burglary, warrant¬ 
less wiretap, mdil opening 
and other means Huston 
called “clearly illegal.” 

Nixon approved the plan, 
but rescinded it quickly when 
J. Edgar' Hoover objected, 
and Frost asked whether he 


believed a president “can do’ 
something illegal” in “the 
best interests of the nation.” 

“Well,” Nixon responded, 
“when tiie president does it, 
that means that it is not ille¬ 
gal.” 

The quote made headlines. 
President Carter and former 
president Gerald Ford quickly 
repudiated Nixon’s view. 

“I do not believe and would 
not argue that a president is 
above the law,’ ’ > Nixon 
wrote in the Star article. “Of 
course, he is not.”

Fall vote 
unlikely, 
says Grit 

Speculation that there 
may be a fall federal elec¬ 
tion was dismissed Friday 
by Comox-Albemi MP 
Hugh Anderson. 

The Liberal back¬ 
bencher said that despite 
a recent poll that showed 
the Liberals with a handy 
lead over the Conserva¬ 
tives, the possible defec¬ 
tion in a few days of some 
Tories to the Liberal 
party and disarray of the 
Joe Clark forces, he did 
not think an election im¬ 
minent. 

He told a joint meeting 
of the Esquimalt-Saanich 
and Saanich and the Is¬ 
lands Liberal Associations 
that “we are not ready to 
run an election campaign; 
the issues are not clearly 
defined.” 

Before Anderson’s 
speech, the associations 
had voted to establish an 
election-ready committee 
to lay plans for an antici¬ 
pated fall election. 

Anderson told about two 
dozen people at the Royal 
Oak Inn he was ruling out 
a fall election because of 
the start in August of the. 
controversial pipeline de¬ 
bate and the Queen’s visit 
to Ottawa in October. 

He predicted an election 
next spring, but warned 
that “this could change: it 
all depends on what Rene 
(Levesque) does.” 

Anderson conceded 
Prime Minister Trudeau 
“has gone through hell re¬ 
cently” and said Canada 
was fortunate in having a 
man like Trudeau at the 
t helm in the coming battle 
with Quebec. 

He also praised the 
working relationship be¬ 
tween the current B.C. 
government and the fed¬ 
eral government. 

"Under W. A. C. (Ben¬ 
nett) and Dave (Barrett) 
the two governments 
worked as adversaries,” 
he said. “We talked a lot 
but achieved very little of 
substance. That situation 
has changed; we are now 
working as a team in 
many areas.” 

He said the Conserva¬ 
tive party was ‘’crum¬ 
bling around Clark’s 
knees” and he couldn’t 
understand why the Tory 
chief was visiting B.C. 
when it was obvious his 
party was in disarray. 

He also chastized New 
Democratic Party leader 
Ed Bnoadbent for face¬ 
tious statements about the 
unity issup, saying that it 
was ridiculous to say that 
the economy was the only 
problem in Quebec. 

Anderson said, however, 
that the Liberal party 
should guard against be¬ 
coming too powerful. 

“We could decimate the 
NDP and Tories, but we 
could end up being too 
powerful and suffer the 
same fate as that which 
befell the Liberal govern¬ 
ment in Quebec last 
year.”

Latest figures explain all 
about that sinking feeling

II B.C .Ferries sailed out of 
the era of doubled fares with 
a sinking tee ling (economi¬ 
cally). its own figures may- 
say why. 

In the II months that fol¬ 
lowed tlie doubling of rates 
June 1, 1976, one in five pro¬ 
spective passengers for the 
two main routes rejected the 
service. 


By applying a little arith¬ 
metic, the actual breakdown 
shows up this way; 

• Compared with the 
11 -month period before the in¬ 
crease, passenger traffic be¬ 
tween Swartz Bay and Tsaw- 
wassen dropped from 3,715,282 


to 2.979,-133. The difference 
was 735,849 for 19.8-j)er-cent 
decrease. 

• Passenger traffic on the 
Departure Bay (Nanai¬ 
mo) Horseshoe Bay (West 
Vancouver) run dropped from 
2,461,393 to 1,975,878 for a loss 


fl of 485,515. The percentage de¬ 
crease of 15.72 was almost ex¬ 
actly the same as that on the 
other run. 

• The percentage loss for 
the two runs combined was 
19!77.' 

• Veiiicle traffic on the 


Swartz Bay-Tsawwassen route 
was down 256,132, while the 
decrease on the other route 
was 227,678. 

Where vehicles are con¬ 
cerned, the two runs com¬ 
bined for a loss of 523,810 
or 24.32 per cent.

the rate hike. And it lost more 
than half a million vehicles.

DUNCAN — Too much gov¬ 
ernment control has stopped 
people from earning a living 
and making their own way in 
the w’orld, says Economic 
Development Minister Don

bia Electrical Contractors’ 
Association here that there is 
“too much government ... 
and too many picky, little 
rules that stop a man from 
doing his own thing.” 

“W talk about freedom and 
demand protection,” said the 
minister. “Sometimes I 
wonder — protection from 
what? 

“I’ll tell you one thing we 
need protection from ... we 
need protecting from govern¬ 
ment.” 

Phillips said the one thihg 
that could destroy the prov¬ 
ince — and the country — is 
“too much government." 

He said he spend 40 per 
cent of his time unsnarling 
bureaucratic tangles and get¬ 
ting people “in one hidebound 
government office to talk and 
co-operate with people in the 
next ( one).”

If Quebecers .voted for a 
separate state for their prov- 
ince> the majority of Victori¬ 
ans woqld probably say let 
them go. 

This is indicated in a recent 
Survey by Allan McKinnon, 
Conservative MP for Victoria. 

Qne question McKinnon put 
to people In his constituency 
was: If a majority in Quebec 
indicated it favored a sepa¬ 
rate state of Quebec, would 
you favor (a) resisting sepa¬ 
ration by every legal means 
but not by military force, (b) 
resisting separation using mil¬ 
itary' , force if necessary, or 
<<*) allowing Quebec to leave 
Confederation. 

Forty-four per cent of re¬ 
spondents favored the first, 10 


per cent the second^ and 46 
per cent would let Quebec go. 

The support for that last 
proposition was more than 
McKinnon expected, and he 
was commented in a message 
to his constituents; "I share 
the feelings of the 90 per cent 
who do not think that military 
force should be used to 
counter the wishes of the ma¬ 
jority in Quebec.” 

Ninety per cent of respon¬ 
dents indicated Quebec should 
be an equal partner in Con¬ 
federation, treated the same 
as every other province, and 
only 10 per cent said Quebec 
should have special status 
within Confederation. 

Asked whether they be¬ 
lieved the majority of Que¬ 


becers wished to remain in 
Canada or separate from Can¬ 
ada, 85 per cent chose the 
first. 

“This may represent the 
wishes of the respondents as 
much as it does the wishes of 
the people of Quebec,” 
McKinnon commented. 

To the question of whether 
Quebec’s future within Con¬ 
federation should be decided 
by a referendum in Quebec, 
by a national referendum or 
without any referendum. 39 
per cent supported the first, 
44 per cent the second, and 17 
per cent the third proposition. 

McKinnon received 8,272 re¬ 
plies to his questionnaire.

‘drove 
me mad’ 


NEW DELHI (AP) — A key 
prosecution witness in a case 
involving a Canadian woman 
in an alleged Asian murder 
and drugging ring said today 
she tried to commit suicide 
iwo weeks ago because her 
prison ordeal- was ‘'driving 
me mad.” 

Fallowing a tearful court 
appearance in the Indian cap¬ 
ital. Mary Allen Ether, 24, of 
Australia, also said in a brier 
interview outside the court¬ 
room police investigating the 
ring were trying to make her 
tell lies to strengthen their 
case. 

■Minutes earlier. Miss Ether 
told Magistrate Kuidip Singh 
she was “too upset” to testify 
for the prosecution in connec¬ 
tion with the drugging of 
three French tourists in New 
Delhi last summer. 

“I cannot take any more of 
this.’* she exclaimed In a 
burst of tears. “I have spent 
12 months in jail for what? I 
did nothing.” 

The magistrate postponed 
the hearing until July 13. 

Miss Ether’s dramatic court 
outburst was the latest of sev-_ 
eral bizarre episodes in the* 
case of Charles Sobhraj, a 31- 
year-old French-Vietnamese 
believed to be the ring leader, 
and his 31-year-old girl-friend. 
Marie-Andree L e c 1 e r c of 
Levis, Que. 

Sobhraj, Miss Lecler, Miss 
Ether, a Frenchman named* 
Jean d’Huisme and 22-year- 
old English woman named 
Barbara Sheryl Smith were 
arrested here last July. 

Asian authorities are trying 
to link Sobhraj and his follow¬ 
ers to at least a dozen 
murders and a series of dig¬ 
gings in India, Nepal and 
Thailand in 1974 and 1975. 

In August Miss Ether was 
granted a provisional pardon 
in the case after she agreed tn 
be a stafte’s witness against 
Sobhraj, Miss Leclerc and 
d’Huisme and gave a state¬ 
ment to police. 

But in March, changed her 
testimony in courl and ac¬ 
cused police of taking her 
original statement while she 
was under duress. 

Then on May 20. Miss Ether 
and Miss Smith, who has 
agreed to he a state’s witness 
with Miss Ether in the 
murder of a French tourist, 
were taken to hospital with 
mysterious barbiturate over¬ 
doses. * 

Miss Ether said outside the 
courtroom that she and Miss 
Smith were fed up with the 
slow pace of the Indian courts 
and with the police tactics. 

“I stole the pills from the 
jail hospital while I worked 
there as a nurse.” she said. 
“I just can’t stand all this 
waiting.”

Sentence 

reduced 

A Victoria man. convicted 
along with a Barbados citizen 
on the Caribbean island of 
Martinique of smuggling 
arms, has had his jail sen¬ 
tence reduced to one from two 
years. 

Russell Wayne Clous ton, 35, 
of Victoria, went last summer 
to the West Indies where he 
bought a 50-foot yacht and 
started a charter business. 

He was arrested last Oc¬ 
tober with Sidney Bumett- 
Alleyne, a Barbados citizen, 
aboard the yacht boarded by 
Martinique customs officers. 

Authorities said the yacht 
was packed with arms, am¬ 
munition and explosives. . 

An appeals court in Fort de 
France, Martinique, reduced 
the sentence for both men. 
but upheld the confiscation of 
the sailboat and arms and an 
earlier order for a fine. 

Published reports said the 
yacht carried 12 rifles, 36 
sticks of dynamite, 2,000 
rounds of ammunition and 
some sub-machine guns and 
hand grenades. 

Bumett-Alleyne, well known 
in Barbados, has talked fre¬ 
quently in press interviews of 
leading guerrillas into Bar¬ 
bados to overthrow the gov¬ 
ernment there, and of smug¬ 
gling arms in the Middle East 
and Africa. 

Earlier this year when 
Clouston was being held by 
the Martinique authorities, his 
relatives in Victoria said they 
were convinced he was aware 
the cargo he was carrying 
consisted of arms when he 
and his boat were hired for a 
charter trip and the boxes 
stowed aboard. 


Elected vs. appointed: 
Trust showdown looms

It's elected versus appoint¬ 
ed trustees within the Islands 
Trust these days with final 
resolution of an internal dis¬ 
pute due to be thrashed out on 
Friday. 

Elected trustees, worried 
about increasing powers being 
handed over to the Trust, 
want some authority over 
matters that affect more than 
one of the islands within the 
Trust. 

But the legislation which 
governs the Trust puts the 
three appointed trustees in 
control of inter-island mat¬ 
ters, with elected represent¬ 
atives acting only in an advi¬ 
sory capacity. 

A PROCEDURES commit¬ 
tee of six elected represent¬ 
atives drew up a list of rec¬ 
ommendations for the Trust, 
and five of those represent¬ 
atives walked out of a Trust 
meeting when the recommen¬ 
dations were not adopted. 

Some of the elected, repre¬ 
sentatives are also'critical of 
the chairmanship of Marc 
Holmes, one of the three ap¬ 
pointed trustees. 

“HE REN’S THE meeting 
like a cozy club, instead of 
having formal decisions made 
in a democratic way. He ig¬ 
nores some people who want 
to speak, and the person who 
shouts the loudest gets to do 
the most shouting,” said one 
dissenter. 

He said most of the elected 
trustees are chafing under 


Holmes’ chairmanship, but 
those who live close to 
Holmes are reluctant to criti¬ 
cize him openly. 

“THEY DON’T want to 
break up the club,” he said. 

Holmes said there has been 
trouble because he prefers 
free-wheeling discussions to 
precede formal resolutions 
and decisions. 

All trustees will meet In 
Nanaimo on Friday, in a ses¬ 
sion which Holmes says he 
hopes will heal rifts within the 
Trust. 

HOWEVER. SOME elected 
trustees say that unless a de¬ 
cision made at that time to 
adopt procedures committee 
recommendations, there will 
be open trouble over the 
Trust. 

"Residents of some of the 
islands may ask the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs (Hugh 
Curtis) to take them out of 
the Trust,” said one infor¬ 
mant. 

At the moment there are 14 
committees within the Trust. 

EACH OF 13 islands has its 
own committee which consists 
of two elected representatives 
plus the ihree provincial gov¬ 
ernment appointees. 

And there is a general com¬ 
mittee of appointees wrhich 
controls matters that concern 
more than one island. 

Ever since the NDP govern¬ 
ment brought the Trust into 
being, there have .been criti¬ 
cisms about the amount of 
power in the hands of govern¬ 
ment appointees, who can, in 
effect, overrule elected trust¬ 
ees. 


THE ONLY level at which 
elected representatives out¬ 
number the appointees is a 
general council level, which 
has no decision-making 
powers. 

Curtis, and other present- 
day cabinet ministers cri¬ 
ticized the make-up of the 
Trust on that basis, when they 
were in Opposition. 

THE CLAMOR has been re¬ 
newed in recent weeks be¬ 
cause of proposed amend¬ 
ments to the Islands Trust 
Act, which would give the 
Trust authority over all zon¬ 
ing and subdivision matters. 

Those amendments have 
been given two readings. 

Holmes said that because of 
the impending legislation, two 
committees were set up. 

ONE COMMITTEE, dealt 
with ways of handling sub¬ 
division applications by island 
committees, and recommen¬ 
dations from that committee 
were debated and adopted. 

Another committee was es¬ 
tablished to look into the pro¬ 
cedures at the meetings in¬ 
volving all trustees. 


That committee came up 
with several. recommen¬ 
dations on procedures. The 
most contentious was a rec¬ 
ommendation that the com¬ 
mittee be a decision-making 
body, which would look after 
matters affecting more than 
one island. 

HOLMES SAYS that the 
Trust has no legal way of 
adopting such a recommen¬ 
dation — provincial legisla¬ 
tion clearly puts that respon¬ 
sibility in the hands of provin¬ 
cial government appointees. 

"Thi legislation would have 
to be ^mended to accomplish 
that end,” he said. 

"The minister has tam¬ 
pered foolishly with this act, 
and his tampering will inevi¬ 
tably lead to gross conflict 
within the Trust,” commented 
NDP municipal affairs critic 
Charles Barber of Victoria. 

ALREADY HIS proposed 
amendments have put him in 
conflict with all seven region¬ 
al districts involved, and now 
you have a situation where 
five elected representatives 
walk out of a Trust meeting, 
Barber said.

will be able to do so this year because 
of the acute shortage oi water caused 
by the drought and the inadequacy of 
the original wooden flume that dates

lour buses that arrive in Virginia City 
and extend a welcome to the visitors, 
especially if they are from Canada. 

If you have the added advantage of 
hailing from Victoria or Nanaimo you 
are an immediate friend. Greet him, 
as I did, with a “Scots wha’ ha’e!” 
and he will likely chuckle and come 
back with a scurrilous verse about 
Robert the Bruce which I won t 
repeat here, but all you Scots will 
probably know about it. 

Scotty came to Nanaimo from his 
native Scotland in 1907 and went to 
work in the coal mines. The First 
World War caught up with him and he 
was off to fight for King and country

A NEST OF MANY NESTS 


I, who only today met 
Hlack Elk on his pages, 
have always known that 
life is a wheel, that 
natural sounds are cir* 
eular, that the wind and 
the pool whirl, that the 
earth and sky and st&rs 
all have roundness in 
them. 

I have said this before. I shall 
probably say it again, for our way of 
living has too much squareness in it. 
Artificial sounds are square or rec¬ 
tangular. They have corners and 
points. They grind and jostle and 
smash They are ear-splitting, mind 
shattering, chaotic. They shrill “Hear 
me' Hear me!”

In June I am encircled in song 
My home is a nest of many nests, 
where the fledglings of my mind are 
nurtured and finally take flight. There 
are natural sounds all around me 
They have a smooth lift and flow to 
them They blend together like parts 
of an unheard whole. They exalt and 
soothe. They speak to my blood and 
my memory “Natural sounds are 
like queens." I wrote several years 
ago. “They never look behind them 
when they go to sit down They know 
their chair will be waiting.’?

Just as there is roundness in 
nature there is also ritual. Two car¬ 
dinals. very dignified in scarlet, ex¬ 
change a courtship seed. “Now isn’t 
that quaint!” exclaims a watcher. 
Meaning, isn’t it queer, and seeing 
nothing quaint about an exchange of 
rings between humans. (For we have 
our rituals too .) I thought of Loren 
Kiselev. The poet (among other 
things* who had watched cardinals 
also and written: “The wavs of the 
wild are queer by human standards, 
but long ago the Hebraic Old Testa 
ment God gave warning when he sdid. 
my ways are not vour ways . . . ’*

In Stanley Park I observed a 
mosaic of bird and man. The man. 
whose name I never knew, came 
every morning to feed his feathered 
friend: first bv scattering grgftt. then 
bv placing some on each shoulder phd 
on the top of his head. He sfocjd - gjri-. * 
mobile while the birds danced abound 
him. swift and shining in the 
light A few months later I glimpsed 
him upcoast. where the birds were 
wild index'd. But the mosaic was the 
same. With loving patience he called 
to the wild ones and they came 


The ritual dance of the raven was a 
solo. He dropped suddenly from the 
night to the trail 1 was travelling 
without a lantern and began to flutter 
up and down in a stylized way. quite 
unperturbed by me. Perhaps he was 
only hunting insects, but I like to think 
he was fulfilling an avian urge which 
went back into time and would go on 
into eternity

The great blue herons that live 
near me do a dance which could cer¬ 
tainly be called ritual. It is slow and 
dignified, with a forward movement 
of the head and a lifting of the foot 
that is as graceful as their flight. I 
have boon told that this has been seen 


act 1 without meaning ” Perhaps it is 
at that t ime, but a part of courtship in 
the spring Like the drumming of the 
ruffed grouse 

A siege of herons flying home 
against a sunsel sky remind me of 
cave paintings, pictographs. 
pctroglyphs Perhaps because of their 
stylized movements or because all 
these things are so filled with the 
spirit of freedom and the wilderness. 
Sometimes I wake up at daylight to a 
siege going out to fish in the shallows 
of early morning. Like a frieze that 
has come* to life outside my window. 

★ ★ ★ 

At any time during the day 1. may . 
see a slender, graceful form posing 
patiently on a shore rock, ready to 
make that thrust and slice which is 
pure poetry. This fisherman s coat 
has a waterproof bloom to it that 
comes from powder down: frapnents 
of those chest and belly feathers 
which are always growing and blow¬ 
ing When he preens he distributes oil 
from the preen gland, so he’s doubly 
sure of keeping dry. In Wales they say 


the clocks of herons and frogs have 
the same setting, for the herons come 
to their nesting trees when the first 
frog spawn appears on the pools. 

Frogs are one of the favorite foods 
of herons. In Norfolk, where some of 
my mother’s family lived, there was a 
huge population of herons all through 
the centuries along the waterways 
and by the marshes. In hard winters 
they had a bad time and many starved 
to death. But others simply changed 
their diet to small birds, moles, ro¬ 
dents and earthworms. More and 
more—and especially during the bit¬ 
ter British winter of 1976-77 — they 
have taken to gleaning the worms and 
mice turned up by the plow The 


gulls, who keep well away from 
herons, now see their fields invaded 
by strangers: including kestrels and 
even small owls. 

Osprey and eagle are two other 
feathered neighbors that give me the 
feeling of frieze and formality. 
Perhaps it’s the way they pose on 
dead snags or ride the thermals in a 
ballet of the skv Eagle feathers were 
used to decorate the peace shields of 
some Indian tribes as symbols of 
righteousness. When in their 
presence, it was said, one can speak, 
hear and see no evil. I wish that 
the callous hunter and the pesticide 
polluter could believe that. 

In all of Canada and the United 
States, including Alaska, there are 
35.000 to 80.000 bald eagles: most of 
them in this country. Only one known 
nest in New York State and 34 active 
ones in New England The bald eagle 
count is down for this area, although 
there seem to be as many as every 
flying through my orchard. The big 
nest on the channel is still occupied 
each year in spite of cruiser bedlam 
In Florida one pair has nested on a 
golf course. The eagles, like the bears, 
are doing their best to adapt. 

Ospreys and eagles have much in 
common: thermal gliding, nest sites. 


their excellent fishing record. Also 
their declining populations: though 
not. for the osprey, on Vancouver 
Island. Eagle and osprey nests look 
alike and they grow larger each year 
as new material is added. The eagle 
nest nearest me has been in the big 
snag for my 28 years and many more 
It is huge and deep, but its roundness 
is still there. The ospreys I know nest 
on Mittlenatch Island. More than once 
I have seen an eagle chase an osprey 
and make him drop the fish he was 
taking home to his family 

But oh. the nests of the peregrine 
falcon! “Our most maltreated rare 
bird” it has been called. Pesticides 
damage the eggs, nest robbers steal 
them. Steal the young peregrines too. 
when they do manage to hatch: to sell 
to dealers, to sell to bird fanciers. One 
man was found to have two buzzards, 
two sparrowhawks and a peregrine 
Wealthy sheikhs are said to be paying 
$2,500 for a young peregrine, but this 
has not been proved. What has been 
proved is that there are not nearly as 
many of these delightful falcons as 
there used to be 

★ ★ ★ 

Yet tiiere are more kestrels Its 
food chain is the same as that oi the 
peregrine but it does not show the 
same ill effects from the over¬ 
chemicalization ol the land. “It’s a 
dartin' bird, said an Irish friend as 
we watched this little raptor hovering 
like an overgrown hummer, with still 
body and agitated wings. (Which is 
why they used to be called win- 
dovers .) The airy kestrel courtship 
display reminded her of Sir Roger de 
(’overly, that dance of circling, 
meeting and bowing 

The ritual of wings is over now and 
nearly all the nests are empty. They 
are a bit untidy and so is mv ow r n nest 
of many nests. Mine is a square nest, 
though with rounded corners inside 
and such a feeling of wholeness, com¬ 
pleteness. it might well be an oval of 
time. On my front “lawn” are the cir¬ 
cles of the sea. as the tide changes in 
swirls and eddies

Yet I’m sure new birds look 
askance at my nest and me. Even 
though I spin like a top sometimes and 
go in circles. Even though I recognize 
roundness in the planets and the solar 
wind, the lunar halo, th^sun’s circlet 
In the auroral corona, wreath of 
clouds, girdle of equator. In the rip¬ 
ples that spread from a stone tossed 
into the sea and in the rings of light 1 
have seen my small stream wearing. 
Even though 1 know without knowing 
as the birds do. that the power of the 
world today is in the garland June is

\ letter I wrote home about 
I hat joyous day, and from which 
lhis article is taken, tells how it 
all looked to me, one of the thou¬ 
sands fortunate enough to have a 
seat in one of the stands near 
Westminster Abbey, we ^out- 
sitlers” more fortunate in a way 
even than those entitled to a seat 
inside the Abbey for we had a 
wider view. 

.lime 2. 1953, saw me seated, along with my son- 
in-law. daughter, and their six-year-old son. Kirk, 
from 5:30 a.m. to 4 p m. in seats in Row M, Stand 74 
the more expensive six guinea covered ones but 
as the weather turned out. a choice wisely made. 

From the 34 pages of this already yellowing let¬ 
ter the following extracts give some idea of what it 
was like that day: 

We were up before 3 a m., even poor little Kirk 
being roused at 3:30. and left the house well before 4 
a m. for the three-quarter-mile walk to Camberley 
Station. When we reached the platform we found 
about 100 civilians on the up’ side, and about 500 
Sandhurst cadets on the opposite (normally down' i 
platform the latter, who were to line part of the 
Coronation route all very smart, though each at this 
time carried a newspaper to protect his rifle in case 
of rain. The pale half-moon showing over the station 
roof did not look very encouraging at that early 
hour and the thought of the scramble for the train 
even less so. However, we all got aboard, though 
many stood the whole 30 miles to I»ndon. 


From Waterloo Station we proceeded on foot, 
along with hundreds of others Coronation bound, 
across to Westminster Bridge also closed to car 
traffic. As we crossed. Big Ben. at the far end. 
showed 5:25 a m., so we were well ahead of the 6 
a.m. by which we were supposed to be in our seats 
on that day of the most marvellous precision and 
forethought. Actually people were arriving at our 
stand till after 7 a m. and there was even one bold 
damsel who came threading her way among the 
markers as there were being marched into their 
guard posts at 8a.m. 

As we came into Parliament Square we passed 
posters whose giant-sized letters announced ALL 
THIS AND EVEREST TOO. Now we began to pass 
those mad. brave people who had slept on the pave¬ 
ments all night. A clean, early morning sun now 
shone on them, but piles of wet newspapers and 
orange peel spoke of the rainy night passed by these 
untidy but still cheery souls.. 

lX*spite our fears we easily found our Stand 74. 
stands now so different from when I had seen them, 
bare wooden structures, a few evenings before. 
Now banners from the different boroughs of London 
were festoned above and around them and so thrill- 
were festooned above and around them and so thril¬ 
ling. masses of incredible and never before seen 
short-lived tropical flowers flown in from all parts 
of the Commonwealth the night before. Imagine at 
last seeing a real lotus flower!

‘ Our stand was in the form of a square, rows ot 
seats sloping up from each of the four sides (like a 
pvrarn,»d with the top cut off). In the hollow centre 
were the refreshment and first aid marquees — or 
so I heard. For myself. I did not leave my seat the 
whole day. This sound heroic, but really there was 
so much to see, so much humanity to study, so 
many lively bands, that one did not notice the time. 
Besides this, incredibly forethoughful planning has 
assured a time table of marvellous variety of pace. 

We were shown to our seat by one of the 
numerous stewards, these all very elegantly dressed 
even to silk hats. Our seats were in Row M. second 
from the. back, a nice high position and right at a 
corner so we had a wide view and. best of all. almost 
straight ahead and only about 100 yards off was the 
entry to the Abbey, via the new temporary annex. 
Through this the Queen and other Royah personages 
would pass — and we had an unimpeded view, and 
binoculars An excellent position. 

' ★ ★ ★ 

First of the build-up of excitement that was to 
climax with the arrival of the Queen, four-and-a- 
half hours later, came with the arrival at about 6:30 
of a closed yellow' coach, coachman and the two 
footmen who clung on above the rear axle, also all 
in canary yellow, powdered wigs, tricorne hats — 
all like a fairytale. (Heard later this was the coach 
of the Duke of Bath.) 

By now you will be thinking I am taking a long 
time to come to the main point, but if you can put up 
with my prosiness, I would explain that it is 
because I want to convey all that sense of build-up 
that we experienced as the hours passed. 

At this time the weather looked fairly good. 
And although a very cold wind blew through the 
stands we did not notice it for between six and 


seven there was a constant stream of arrivals — all 
persons who had earned somehow a seat in the 
Abbey. All were so elegantly dressed, main shades 
for the women's gowns dusty pale rose, delicate 
orchid and pale gold. £11 along by the annex with its 
various entrances was a row of Bov Scouts who 
came forward when help was needed in opening 
doors or with the manoeuvring of robes or long 
trains. 

★ ★ ★ 

The men who accompanied those lovely women 
were even more variously attired — a handful only 
in normal lounge suits or formal morning coats but 
most in knee breaches — some black, some white — 
long stockings, etc., their coats heavily 
embroidered in gold. White tropical uniforms and 
white topees bespoke service in the wide days of 
Empire. Glamorous too, the occasional noble dark 
skin sweeping across the scene, impressive in dark, 
toga-like garments. (How much more familiar such 
garb in 1977 than in 1953 when Africa was still a 
continent mainly unknown — a thought that 
recurred often as I re-read this letter and recalled 
other scenes that day.) 

Between seven and eight the peers and peeresses 
began to arrive and was that ever a gorgeous sight! 
How magnificent those ruby-red robes looked and 
how royally some of them swung behind their 
wearers. All had some difficulty getting out of their 
cars with these bulky garments and, when afoot, 
still more trouble getting them hitched up over 
their arms, although some did not bother with this 
and swept grandly along the dusty pavement. 

Peers were certainly a dime a dozen in London 
that day — at one time there were three rows of 
cars below us, each disgorging peers and peeresses 
until the pavement was truly a seething mass of

rod! Most magnificent of all were the costumes 
worn by the Knights of the Garter or other orders 
ot knighthood. What a man it takes to carry those 
voluminous robes and all the stars and ribbons that 
go with them. 

Other impressive, though very' different, outfits 
we noticed were those of the Pearly King and 
Queen This couple sat in the front row of a stand 
across from ours, their well-known costumes that 
day the buttoniest of the buttony and madame 
crowning her outfit with a hat massed with huge, 
high red and white ostrich feathers, a glorious 
sight! v. -. 

W r hile all this was going on before us the section 
of street behind us was very quiet and was actually 
blocked off by a double row of the Sandhurst cadets 
who were manning the route In that part. Great 
then was our surprise when a car boldly (and. as we 
thought, mistakenly) drove up behind them. Soon 
though the line opened and the car drove on Jto the 
main Abbey entrance (not the minor personages 
one i and out got a figure in a long cape that looked 
pale gold from a distance and lo! it was the 
Archbishop of Canterbury! As he alighted he gave 
such a gay w’ave to the crowds. The gesture seemed 
to go so well with the happiness that everyone feels 
at having such a young and lovely woman on tt#- 
Throne and seemed to set the tone for the day. I 
shall always love him for it. 

Even before his arrival several other important 
processions had arrived, the first the Lord Mayor of 
Ixuidon and his wife in a great, golden coach 
Accompanying them, were drummers and 
pikemen And. finally, the Lord Mayor’s watermen, 
very modestly dressed entirely in red (no braid, no 
bows, no gold or silver here), their headgear 
simple skull caps. All attendants were somehow 
symbolic of some historic duty of which we 
unfortunately were ignorant. 

Coach of the Speaker of the House was really 
darling for it was drawn by two great grev-dappied 
shire horses with such feathery fetlocks — all like 
the illustrations in children's books or a cartoon 
from Punch. 

★ ★ ★ 

Each procession was separated from the next 
by a 10 to 15Hninute gap and during this we all con 
suited our programs in an effort to be prepared to 
identify those in the next to come. However, in the 
case of some of the longer ones such as Royal and 
Other Representatives of Foreign States there was 
often a difference of opinion and people around you 
would be identifying the occupants of the passing 
cars — all black limousines — by several different 
names. National flags on the bonnets of cars were 
of some help, but although people were especially 
interested to see the Russians, several found that 
what had been thought to be the hammer and sickle 
turned out to be the crescent and star of Turkey 

The American flag that day was of so modest 
size that I never was actually sure I had seen 
General George Marshall 

Those in the Colonial Rulers procession rode 
more glamorously, in carriages, open then as the 
weather was still fair In the first was the much- 
publicized (and worthily so) Queen of Tonga, face 
strong and self-reliant yet tolerant. Her hair was 
pulled severely back and adorned with a high nar¬ 
row ornament. I noticed in the papers the next day 
that one reporter had described this as ‘two long 
sticks with dried flowers at the top." but the rest hit 
the mark and identified them as egret feathers a 
comfort to find that even professionals can make 
mistakes! 

Other carriages bore the Sultan and Sultana of 
Zanzibar, the Sultan of Selangor, H. H. The Tengku 
Ampuan. each dressed in native costume at its 
ceremonial best. 

Next, the Second Procession of Prime 
Ministers, moi^ carriages, each accompanied by an 


escort of four mounted men from its respective 
country The Australians looked very debonair with 
their wide hats but of course there was a tremen¬ 
dous roar of welcome for St. Laurent and our lovely 
Mounties. I hear this occurred all along the route — 
everyone thinks the Mounties very romantic and 
how beautifully solid they looked — their bodies 
looked carved out of wood, so steadily they held 
themselves on their horses. 

Last in this procession that grand man. Sir 
Winston Churchill — the applause for him was 
tremendous and how gay and happy he and his wife 
looked! 

Now, before the next procession, the bells of 
the Abbey began to sound, this signifying the ap¬ 
proach of our own Royal personages and it was at 
this point that I got the first sharp feeling: "It’s 
really, really true,” for there, standing on the blue 
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SMILING BROADLY and waving to the thousands gathered outside Buckingham Palace, are members ot the 
Royal Family, ending their day of glory of a coronation 


carpet before the Abbey door was. unmistakably 
the Duke of Norfolk, premier duke of Great Britain 
waiting to greet the Royal relatives How gracious 
ly and nobly he bowed as each descended I do not 
know why this seemed such a highlight but it did 
Yes. now. I thought, the party’s on 

Perhaps now is a good place to say how very 
much the whole day. seen in retrospect, seemed 
like listening to someone playing a pipe-organ. For 
a while he plays and you hardly notice the music, it 
is so gentle. Now and again a theme erupts, swells 
for a time and disappears, yet each time this hap 
pens it becomes a little more pressing until finally 
and almost imperceptibly, you find vou have been 
led to the great crescendo with glorious, mighty 
sound swelling all rounfi you. 

So it was with that noble Coronation Day. Sud 
denly one realized to what a pitch one had already 
been raised. A little respite came with the passing 
of the coach of the Queen Mother and Princess 
Margaret vociferously welcomed yet with a 
tinge of sadness for this Royal widow. Escorts were 
Mounted Cavalry with shining helmets and flying 
plumes. 

(Find I’ve forgotten to mention a homely touch 
amid all this when the four white-smocked 
charwomen came forward to brush the carpet at 
the abbey entrance before these last arrivals. They 
looked such busy pets and rushed mere prime 
ministers and dukes off their feet quite un¬ 
ceremoniously. ) 

Now comes the last pause and we know only the 
Queen’s procession remains to arrive. In the 
forefront of this, and on foot, caine people who at¬ 
tend on the Queen, aides-de-camp from the dif¬ 
ferent services, surgeons, chaplains and whatnot 
each garbed in his (or. occasionally her) most 
splendid uniforms with loops and loops of gold braid 
dripping from shoulders or plastered on epaulets 

★ ★ ★ 

A break now as a brilliantly-uniformed band of 
the Grenadier Guards passed, and then it was time 
for high-ranking officers in the three services — air 
vice marshals, major-generals and vice-admirals, 
who that day were on foot, on through those on 
horseback — I saw our own General Crerar here on 
a lovely horse. All horses had such lovely saddle¬ 
cloths of soft-looking leather, each edged with a 
deep band of gold. I feel I have not used that word 
gold nearly often enough for the whole morning it 
was always so much in evidence — coate often so 
heavily embroidered with it that the ffrCund color 
was lost. 

Finally, in carriage^, came the top brass. What 
courage, brains, brilliance those carriages held — 
Ix>rd Teddet. Field Marshal Alexander, the legen¬ 
dary Montgomery. Yet how, gentle, kindly and un¬ 
assuming those In the last carriages — the chiefs of 
staff — looked. 

Next, and immediately preceding the State Car¬ 
riage of the Queen, came hundreds of bearskin- 
hatted Foot Guards. These marched on and on past 
us and on towards the Abbey until, as far as we 
could see, the street was full of these red-tunicked 


men Yet still they kept coming on — it was ab 
solutely intoxicating the color, the regularity, the 
precision of this never-ending moving mass 

And then, at last, after all this deafening glory 
and here it is very crescendo — comes the great 
State Carriage and its accompanving noble out¬ 
riders. Then our eyes were all for the Queen and 
Prince Philip. What cheers there were, yet how 
over-awed, almost dazed she looked I think it is 
because we all realize how very seriously she 
regards her duties. 

True to the tradition of Royal punctuality and 
crowning the superb time-plan ot the day. the great 
carriage stopped at the Abbey door precisely as Big 
Ben was striking 11. 


It seemed strange after this to hear the service 
over the loudspeakers and to think that although it 
was all just about 50 yards from us. we were listen¬ 
ing to it bv radio along with millions of others, some 
10 miles away, some 10.000. There was. during the 
time of the service, a good deal of movement in the 
stands as many had to go to the marquees, but we 
had brought lunch so could follow the service in our 
programs How pure and earnest the Queen s voice 
sounded: the Archbishop impressive too 

It was during the service that the rain started 
and we suffered as we watched the trim cadets on 
guard below us becoming gradually so horribly wet 
until finally even their serge trousers were clinging 
to their legs. Lucky for our peace of mind we could 
not also see a similar fate befalling the thousands 
and thousands of troops who had assembled on 
other streets ready to lead the march when the 
newly-crowned Queen should return to the Palace 
First of these thousands began to pass once the 
Coronation service was over and the Queen had 
gone to her lunch 

Contingents continued to pass for the next hour 
and again I have to use the word unbelievable to 
describe the color and variety of these troops of the 
Commonwealth, as they were titled in the program 

They marched. I believe. 12abreast, vet despite 
the dreadful weather their marching was perfect 
There was a larger number of Mounties in this and 
again they looked so noble Coming from such far- 
flung parts of the world their uniforms were ex¬ 
tremely varied, those from Pacific islands probably 
the most exotic. Nevertheless most unforgettable 
to me the battle honors that crowned many 
regimental colors. 

There was surely no lack of cheering that day 

First to follow after the troops, and again im¬ 
mediately before the Queen's carriage, came the 
Foot Guards, their previously shiny black bearskins 
now sadly blurred and flattened by the rain. 

At around this same time (it is hard to disen¬ 
tangle all that happened and get it in the right time 
order) it was picturesque to see Boy Scouts, armed

St Peter's Celebrates 100 Years 


Author, II r u c e 
Hutchison. stopped by 
St. Peter's Ouamirhim 
recently. • * I know 
• Canada from coast to 
coast,” he remarked, 
•‘hut I have never seen a 
more beautiful church in 
a more beautiful sel¬ 
ling." 

From iho road the church stands 
off on a hilt, its style early English, its 
brown color rich and warm-looking, 
reflecting a woodsy backdrop of trees 
and shrubs. Driving east on Trunk 
Hoad in Duncan, and looking to the 
north, no more picturesque site can be 
imagined, the grounds, in April, a sea 
of purplish blue eamas. surrounded by 
garrv oak 

History plays its role here, yet a 
mokt interesting aspect of St. Peter's 
is its involvement in the present. 

As rector, the Rev. Alfred Bell 
says: "St. Peter’s lives; it's not just 


sitting back " Serving mainly in 
rural churches. Re'll is also vicar of 
St Andrew's Cowichan Station. 
Legally, he points out. the two 
churches constitute one parish, but 
the 100-vear celebration is on his 
mind 

★ ★ ★ 

On .June 14 1877. consecration of 
St Peter's Quamichan was held, and 
that building still forms part ot the 
present church, although its colorful 
history dates back to 1866 

First recorded service was held on 
Good Friday Marfch 80. 1866 with 
five persons in attendance at the 
morning service at the parsonage of 
the Rev W S Reece This building 
was located near Quamichan 
Lake two miles east of Duncan. Ac¬ 
cording to historical records prayers 
and a sermon were conducted but no 
collection was taken 

First bishop of the Diocese of 
Columbia was Bishop Hills, who 
visited Cowichan in 1862 and was im¬ 
pressed with the good soil In 1865 he 
was met by the Rev. A. C. Garrett, 
who. as superintendent of the Indian 
Mission in Victoria and assistant 
minister at the cathedral, made visits 
to Cowichan to take service's 



The site ot the present Cowichan 
Valley Forest Museum, on which a log 
house stands, is close to the site of the 
original schooihouse on Somenos 
Lake, where Garrett held his ser¬ 
vices 

After the Bishop’s visit, action was 
taken to obtain a resident minister 
Ninety-eight acres of land was soon 
purchased by the diocese from Wil¬ 
liam Beaumont for $800 ^ 

The Diocese of Columbia will be 
forever indebted, says Bell, to the 
generosity of • Angels. Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts of England, who gave 
so freely ot her money and of her 
spirit to the Anglican Church 

Until 1879. the diocese extended 
over the entire province but when 
mainland British Columbia became 
separated, then the diocese was con¬ 
fined solely to Vancouver Island 
★ ★ ★ 

However, getting back to 1866 the 
Rev W S Reece was appointed resi¬ 
dent missionary to Cowichan Travell¬ 
ing often ,by horseback, he must have 
found conditions almost impossible at 
times. A year later, he writes in the 
.vestry book: ‘ No one present, not ex- 
^J^ected on account of severity ol

weather and snow.’’ meaning that he 
was not expected 

Describing the Somenos Lake 
building as a mission school 
chapel ’’ Reece held services at the 
parsonage, Somenos and at the John 
Bull Inn at Cowichan Bay. 

★ ★ ★ 

By Mav 22 1866. he had appointed 
wardens and a church committee as 
well as collectors October 17 saw the 
first Harvest Festival Service, with 63 
in attendance It was then decided to 
build a church 

On March 10. 1867, the first service 
was held in the new log church, with 
42 present and collection totalling 
$3 60 This little church, held 45 and 
although never consecrated, served 
the parish for nine years. Cost to built 
it had been $275. At first, the church 
had a stove, an altar, lectern, reading 
desk and open benches, but no font or 
bell. These were provided, however a 
year later. 

In his first report to the diocese for 
the year 1869. Reece defined the 
limits of the parish as “Shawnigan 
district, from Savward’s Mill (at Mill 
Bay) to Askew’s mill at Chemainus, 
including Salt Spring Island. ” 
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Scenes from Toddlers' Room, Parish Hall

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NURSERY RHYME CHARACTERS cavort on walls 


In 1874. plans went ahead fora new 
church, which was to have a bell. 
While the new one was being built, 
however, services were held in the 
schoolhouse. On February 13, 1876. 
the first service was held in the new 
building Consecration took place on 
.June 14. 1877 and from then on it was 
called St Peter’s Quamichan. 

★ ★ ★ 

On Sept. 30. 1873. the Rev. David 
Holmes came to the parish, serving 
until Sept. 28. 1884 

Towards the end of 1893. an addi¬ 
tion to the church was completed and 
the building now in use is largely the 
result of the original church of 1876 
with the 1893 extension. A belfry was 
added in 1906. a south porch and a 
vestry. 

In 1921, porch, steps and landing 
were renewed as well as the south 
door. Six years later, on June 14.1927. 
a service was held to celebrate the 
50th anniversary of St. Peter's 
Quamichan. In 1930. an enlargement 
of the vestry was undertaken. First 
parsonage was a seven-room house 
The present rectory was built in 1949 

A striking feature of St. Peter's 
Quamichan is its war memorial stone 
and superimposed cross, located 
across from the church entrance. The 
rock, weighing between 10 and 12 tons, 
was found about 50 yards on the east 
side of the Quamichan Lake Road 
(now Maple Bay Road* and had to be 
moved about one mile by means of a 
sleigh with four horses and five men 
Interesting note about the sleigh is 
that it was built in order to transport 
the rock 

On Apr. 22. 1919. the stone was 
placed in position and on June 28. that 
same year, a granite cross 
was erected on top. supplied by 
Stewart Monumental Works in Vic¬ 
toria. In August 1919 r . a bronze pla¬ 
que was attached and a service of 
dedication conducted in memory of 
those who gave their lives in the First 
World War. 

★ ★ ★ 

After the Second World War. a se¬ 
cond memorial plaque was placed 
on the rock and memorial service 
held. Stone and cross form a most 
beautiful monument, simple yet im¬ 
posing 


As the years passed, improve¬ 
ments to church and grounds were ad¬ 
ded. The grounds once held a large 
buggy shed and stable but they have 
long since disappeared. 

In 1942, stone gateposts were 
erected at the main entrance, a gift 
of Tom W'atson. Carlton Stone paid for

Font and font cover were

two new gates, one to be hung on 
the stone gateposts and another to 
protect the east ?htrance of the 
churchyard on Church Road Serv ing 
on the church committee from 1918. 
Stone died in 1950 He also gave the 
exterior doors on the south porch 


On June 6. 1952. the Good Shepherd 
window was dedicated in memory of 
Carlton Stone and in 1960. hip eldest 
son. Hector, and his wife gave a 
memorial chalice. Carlton Stones 
family also donated a pipe organ to St. 
Peter’s in 1965. 

Many families have donated time 
and money to beautify St. Peter's and 
some names date back to the early 
days of church records, such as that 
of the Bazetts. 

★ ★ ★ 

Present organist is Philip Sawford 
who comes over from Salt Spring 
Island each week to play at the ser¬ 
vice. His assistant is Wyn Lewis. Pre¬ 
sent wardens are Alan F. Greene and 
Donald L. Taylor. 

Another beautiful piece in the 
church is the wooden reredos 
backgrounding the altar, given in lov¬ 


A stained glass window was instal 
led in 1947 to read 
“To the glory ol God in com¬ 
memoration of the founding of 
this parish. 1866, the building of 
the log church, 1867, and the con¬ 
secration of this church, 1877.” 

History is highlighted here when 
one realizes that the parish was 
founded a year before Confederation

Original rectors of St. Peter s 
were born in the United Kingdom un¬ 
til 1957 when a Canadian born, the 
Rev. W. E. Greenhalgh was made 
rector The list of rectors reads as fol¬ 
lows: 1866-1873. Rev. (Archdeacon) 
W. S. Reece. 1873-1883. Rev. David 
Holmes: 1884-1885. Rev. H 
B Owen. 1886-1914. Rev (Canon) J 
A Leakey. 1914-1916 and 1919-1922 
Rev. F. L. Stephenson; 1916-1919. 
Rev. W T. Keeling; 1922-1935 
Archdeacon Collinson. 1936-1949. 
Canon R. M. Hughes. 1949- 
1950. Canon (Bishop) M. Coleman. 
1950-1957. Rev. J. H. Low. 1957-1966

The church is full of history 
reflected ip its fittings, both large and 


small. Collection plates, (alms 
basins), donated in memory of 
Frederick Richardson. Mar. 20. 182G 
June 23, 1877. who was born in 
London. England and died in 
Chemainus. B.C.. were given by 
brothers and sisters, from 
Springfield. Illinois, in 1879 

St. Peter s cemetery adjoins the 
church and its graves are surrounded 
by natural beauty. Peaceful and quiet 
is the atmosphere as one wanders un 
dor oaks and by clumps of flowers 

In the distance, senior 
citizen units are visible. 10 of them 
neat and attractive, with all the 
amenities 


In 1951. the present parish hall was 
completed, the Quamichan Scout hall 
having been used for a number ot 
years prior to the new building 

•Charlotte and Roland Taylor, (son 
of Mrs. R,-0. Taylor), decorated the 
toddlers’ room in the parish hall last 
year. Ix>wer half of the four walls con 
sists of a white picket fence, which 
was Roland's idea while the upper 
half of each wall is beautifully il¬ 
lustrated by Charlotte with 
hand-drawn paintings ot 
nursery rhymes in color.

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Suddenly it’s June ... a 
beginning sort of month that 
greets summer with applause. A 
sunny June morning is pure 
magie. There is joy in an¬ 
ticipating a month of lovely sun¬ 
ny clays (I hope the weather man 
is listening) ... a month of 
flowery, rose scented days. And 
June means new green peas and 
little new potatoes and the taste 
treat of luscious scarlet strawber¬ 
ries. 


June can be an extremely busy month sum¬ 
mer cottages to open and showers for brides to be 
followed by weddings. Parties for graduates and 
grass that seems to grow inches every day ; and gar¬ 
dens where weeds strive to out grow the flowers 
and vegetables. 

To me strawberries were always the highlight 
of June eating. Strawberries go well at any time of 
day enjoy them slightly sweetened for 
breakfast. Instead of sugar dribble a little honey 
over the prepared berries and pour a little pouring 
cream over , slice them onto cereal, include them in 
a fruit salad for lunch and for dinner dessert slice 
fresh berries over vanilla ice cream. Layer them in 
parfait glasses with a soft vanilla custard Top the 
glass with a large perfect strawberry. 


STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE . . two 
cups sifted enriched flour, three top. baking 
powder, one (or two) TBSP. sugar, one-half tsp. 
salt, one-third cup shortening, one beaten egg. 
three-quarter cup milk, soft butter or 
margarine, four cups sugared sliced strawber¬ 
ries aad one enp heavy cream whipped. 


I suppose strawberry shortcake is the ultimate 
in a strawberry dessert. There are several versions 
and we all have our own favorites. .One can be pul 
together in a jiffy using a biscuit mix or make one 
from scratch or the deluxe sponge cake base All 
are delicious 


First our easy shortcake . there s no rolling, 
no rounds to cut you simply pat dough into a pan 
and bake in one big layer. Split the tender crusty 
biscuit while hot from the oven and spread bottom 
layer quickly with butter. Sandwich lush sweetened 
berries and whipped cream between layers and pile 
more atop M-m! 


Sift together the dry ingredients, cut in shorten 
ing until mixture is like coarse crumbs. Combine 
egg and milk Add to dry ingredients, stirring just 
to moisten. Spread evenly in a greased eight by 
eight inch pan Then using your fingers lightly push 
dough a little higher around the edges. Bake in a hot 
preheated oven 425°F. for about 18 to 20 minutes or 
until golden. Cool five minutes. Remove from pan. 
split and lift off top carefully. 

Spread bottom layer with butter. Spoon half the 
sweetened berries and whipped cream on top. Place 
other half of biscuit on top and smother with 
remaining berries and whipped cream Cut in 
wedges and serve warm

Yogurt with strawberries may be the answer for those who dare not indulge in calorie laden 
whipped cream. Or use packaged dessert topping mix ... 17 calories per TBSP of whipped cream. 

To hull strawberries . . . take your choice of tools . . your fingers, a regular berry huller or 
a coffee spoon A spoon works like a charm for slicing too 

Make fruit kabobs for dessert. . . alternate pineapple chunks with whole strawberries. 
Do not wash berries before storing just turn out into a shallow pan or dish and refrigerate 
Do not keep more than a day or two. Wash in a sieve then full just before using 
Do not buy berries with green tips. Under ripe berries do not ripen well. 


GLAZED STRAWBERRY TARTS . . . 
baked tart shells (as many as are needed), one 
package strawberry jello. one-half cup sugar, 
one-and-a-balf cups boiling water, a few drops 
red vegetable coloring and two TBSP lemon 
juice. 

Mix jello powder with sugar, add boiling water 
and stir until crystals are completely dissolved. 
Add coloring and, lemon juice Chill until syrupy 
Meanwhile prepare strawberries (quantity depends 
on number of tarts desired). Sprinkle whole berries 
lightly with powdered sugar and let stand at room 
temperature for about an hour Now arrange her 
ries in tart shells, heaping berries slightly Spoon 
partly jelled gelatine over tops to completely cover 
Be sure very berry is glazed Chill until set.

On top 
spread plenty of sweetened, crushed strawberries 
Whip one cup heavy cream until stiff, sweeten then 
swirl over the berries Chill until time to serve 
For a different way to serve strawberries do 
this whip a cup of heavy cream and gradually 
add half a cup of honey and six or eight very ripe 
berries crushed Use this pink cream as a dip for 
more clean, unhulled strawberries 

Of course nothing can equal or top sweet ripe 
strawberries served plain with a little sugar (or a 
dribble of honey» and pouring cream 

OR dip large washed but unhulled berries in 
sifted brown sugar eat and enjoy.

TRIANGLE ISLAND 


Jack INeary, radio operator al 
the remote Triangle Island light 
station, grew tense as a despair¬ 
ing S.O.S. crackled through faint¬ 
ly over the headphones: “Holds 
full of water . . . sinking . . 

It was 3:30 on the morning of Oct. 30. 1918. On 
European battlefields the carnage of the First 
World War was drawing to a close but nearer to 
home an unending contest between men and the sea 
was about to claim the lives of all hands on board 
the Dominion government steamer Galiano 

The S.O.S. sent a shockwave of horror through 
the Triangle Island operator. Men he knew as col¬ 
leagues and friends were about to die in the wild 
gale-lashed waters of Queen Charlotte Sound 
More than that. Nearv knew the hand tapping 
out the Galiano’s final distress call — nothing more 
was heard from the stricken vessel — belonged to 
his brother, Michael Neary. the steamer's radio 
operator. 

A 392-ton fisheries protection vessel pressed 
into wartime service as a naval patrol craft and 
part-time lighthouse tender, the Galiano is 
believed to have taken her last plunge soon after 


... place 

the despairing message was picked up at Triangle* 
Island 

The following day. steam-powered catchers 
from the whaling^tation at Rose Harbor near Cape 
St James on the southern tip of the Queen Charlotte 
Islands were joined in a grim search for survivors 
by several fishing vessels and coastal tugs. 

On Oct. 31, the halibut fishing steamer George 
E. Foster retrieved the body of Able Seaman 
Wilfred Ebbs of Victoria, southeast of the cape A 
skylight from the doomed vessel was found floating 
nearby. 

A day later, the bodies of AB James Aird of Es¬ 
quimau and stoker Arthur Hume of New West¬ 
minster were recovered east of the cape. 

And that was all. Though the Malaspina. sister 
ship of the Galiano. continued searching the grey 
wastes of Hecate Strait and Queen Charlotte Sound 
well into the second half of November, no further 
trace was found of the missing ship and the remain¬ 
ing 27 persons on board. 

The loss of the Galiano that fall came as one 
more blow to British Columbians already reeling 
from the impact of war, disease and marine dis¬ 
aster 

★ ★ ★ 

Four years of trench warfare had laid a heavy 
hand on many families in the province. Then, with 
peace imminent, a killer epidemic of influenza had 
begun taking a serious toll of life on the home front 
And. as if that were not enough to bear, scores of 
families were mourning friends and relatives lost 
less than a week before the Gallano s sinking when 
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C anadian Pacific’s Princess Sophia slid off Vander¬ 
bilt Reef taking 342 persons to a mass grave in 
frigid Alaskan waters. 

At least a dozen Victoria area families were af¬ 
fected personally by the latest tragedy of the 
Galiano. Most of her complement had made their 
homes in and around the city, including Captain 
Robert M Pope, a former Royal Navy officer who 
had served on the Empress of Japan before enter¬ 
ing Dominion service on the Quadra under the 
renowned Captain John Walbran 

Inquiries naturally failed to pinpoint cause of 
the foundering. The possibility of a boiler explosion 
was raised and then dismissed. It was suggested 
she may have run afoul of one of the jagged rock 
clusters off Cape St. James but stronger evidence 
indicated she had gone down off the east coast of 
Moresby Island after passing the cape. 

if ★ ★ 

The story ot the Galiano’s sinking always will 
be linked with the lighthouse and radio station 
located for a few years on bleak Triangle Island at 
the seaward extremity of the Scott group, a chain of 
wind-hammered islands, islets, rocks and reefs 
thrusting into the Pacific from Cape Scott at the 
northern most tip of Vancouver Island. 

Less than 12 hours before Michael Nearv’s 
keyboard tapped out its last message, the Galiano 
had been anchored off Triangle Island while her 


workboats ferried supplies for the station to a 
landing place on the rock-strewn beach at North 
East Bay. 

Signs of deteriorating weather pushed the work 
along at a fast pace. At about 5 p.m. Captain Pope, 
who had no wish to be caught in a blow close to the 
ragged shoreline of the island, stood out to sea on a 
course for his next port of call in the Queen Charlot¬ 
tes. 

In the evening darkness, watchers at the 
lighthouse saw the Galiano's bobbing stemlight 
grow fainter as the steamer buffeted her way 
northward in mounting seas. She was never seen 
again. 

Built at a naval dockyard in Dublin five years 
earlier specifically for duties on the British Colum¬ 
bia coast, the 162-foot steamer was a staunch vessel 
thoroughly capable of weathering anyting the North 
Pacific threw at her. 6r so it was thought. 

After her loss there were the usual reports 
about premonitions of disaster. ** 

Ship s cook James Reeves of Hampshire Road 
in Victoria had told his wife before leaving home 
that it would likely be “an aWful trip’’ — but that 
was no more than a reasonable prediction by a 
seagoing man familiar with winter conditions in 
God-forsaken north coast waters. 

A 16-vear-old ship’s boy, Roderick McLeod, 
wrote to his parents that he was going away on a 
“dangerous trip” — and that was no more than 
realism spiced with a touch of boyish anticipation. 

But solid grounds for concern had been expres¬ 
sed by James Aird, an experienced foremast hand 
who used to stay at the old Sailors’ Home in Es¬ 
quimau during his spells ashore. 


Writing from Alert Bay only two or three days 
before the sinking. Aird said: “I dread Triangle . 

I am not worried for myself but I hate taking 
chances with a green crew . . 

He had reason to be apprehensive. Under press 
of wartime conditions the Galiano was carrying a 
larger than usual number of relatively new hands 
Moreover, some regular crew members, laid 
low by the influenza blitz before the voyage began, 
had been replaced hurriedly with new men from 
other vessels. 

Aird knew from experience that Triangle was 
often an extremely difficult place to land supplies 
North East Bay offered fair anchorage in 13 
fathoms to a sizeable vessel when winds were 
westerly, but little or no protection from east and 
southeast winds. 

After being ferried ashore in workboats. sup¬ 
plies had to be toted and manhandled for varying 
distances, depending on the state of the tide, to the 
foot of a tramway which climbed the island’s dizzy¬ 
ing slopes to the lighthouse 700 feet above sea level 
Still, despite these challenging conditions and a 
“green crew,” the work at North East Bay went 
smoothly enough that late October afternoon. r 
No workboat capsized, no one was drowned, in¬ 
jured or even ducked in the surf. And the last 
boatload of supplies had been delivered to the 
beach by the time Captain Pope, who had been anx-

iously monitoring a build-up of wind and sea, recal¬ 
led the boats and gave the order to hoist anchor 

For all the absence of mishaps. Aird and others 
heaved a sigh of relief when the job was done and the 
Galiano’s bow turned northward, leaving Triangle 
Island's forbidding bulk astern. 

Two days later, Aird’s drowned body provided 
tangible evidence of a disaster much*\nore far- 
reaching than he had envisaged while gloomily con¬ 
templating the routine hazard of landing at 
Triangle Island. 

A well found modem steamer on a regular 
voyage had gone to the bottom with all hands. The 
cause and nature of her loss remains a matter for 
speculation to this day.

It is now more than 55 years since the Triangle 
Island lighthouse beamed its signal — four flashes 
every 10 seconds — from the clifftop perch which 
gave it the distinction of being the loftiest light on 
the Pacific coast. 

Ironically, the station’s great height above 
tidewater doomed it to failure from the very 
beginning. 

In clear weather the light could be seen for 35 
miles and more in all directions, fulfilling hopes 
that it would be an important aid to ships using the 
trans-Pacific Great Circle route, as well as to 
coastal shipping. 

With a normal working range of some 300 
miles, the adjacent radio station was intended 
primarily to serve as a connecting link between 
Prince Rupert and the south coast. But at night, in 
good conditions, Triangle operators frequently

The sad fact was that the light, intended to 
shine like a beacon at the westerly approaches to 
the Pacific coast of Canada, was obscured by low 
cloud or fog for days and weeks on end. 

Mariners seeking to determine their position 
at the end of a Pacific crossing searched for the 
light’s elusive loom, but saw nothing, though they 
knew they should be within its range. 

The same strange phenomenon was described 
by commercial fishermen who cited instances in 
which they had been working their gear in relative¬ 
ly good visibility near the island while the 
lighthouse itself, unseen and unseeing, remained 
buried in the clouds. 

Concluding that the light, apart from being inef¬ 
fective. was a potential hazard, the department of 
marine abandoned the site in 1920. one decade after 
its founding. So ended one of the most ambitious but 
unsuccesful projects in the history of navigational 
aids on the British Columbia coast.

At other locations, keepers and their families 
had some reason to fear the sea’s encroachment — 
giant winter seas have been known to wreak havoc 
at a number of light stations on the coast. But at 
Triangle Island the fear was that hurricane force 
winds might sweep living quarters off the bare 
mountain top into the sea hundreds of feet below 

It was not a groundless fear. At least two Vic¬ 
toria area residents can still remember a terrible 
gale which lashed the island in late October of 1912. 
almost exactly six years before a lesser storm sent 
the Galiano to the bottom. 

Jack Bowerman of Sidney, now in his nineties, 
was a Dominion government radio operator on the 
island that year. And Mrs. Mona Morrison of Vic¬ 
toria, then a young girl, was living on the island 
where her father, veteran coast lightkeeper James 
W. Davies, had been in charge of the station 
since its inception two years earlier. 

Both remember how the wooden buildings 
clustered around the 46-foot stone tower of the 
lighthouse rocked and strained against the steel 
cable guy-lines which held them in position, and 
how the radio operators' house, split in two and 
shifted off its foundation by the wind's force, 
might have gone over the edge had it not been for 
the ballasting effect of two weighty freshwater 
tanks.'

Cooking stoves could not be lit, a section of 
steel radio mast Was twisted and torn away like 
papier mache, and the wind gauge was wrenched 
from its base and whirled off never to be seen again 
after registering 125 miles an hour. 

For all Its awesome power, that gale was simp¬ 
ly an acute version of the type of winter weather 
Triangle Islanders came to accept as the norm 
Throughout gale-prone winter months^lifelines had 
to be rigged between the various buildings. Even 
so, movement outdoors often was difficult, 
sometimes hazardous. 

Son of the first keeper at Race Rocks and 
Fisguard lights near Victoria, James Davies had 
been at Egg Island and Scarlett Point statioas 
before being posted to the new Triangle light in 
1910. 

No strangers to life in remote, storm-battered 
areas of the coast, even the Davies’ found life dif¬ 
ficult during their three-year stay at Triangle.

A split second 
later, he crashed, head-first, to the 
street and was knocked unconscious. 
Carried into the Bee Hive, and tender¬ 
ly cared for by the proprietors, he 
failed to regain consciousness and, 
hours after the mishap, was taken to 
his home in a buggy, where his collar 
bone was said to be broken, his condi¬ 
tion serious. 

But John T. Pidwell was made of 
strong stuff, and recovered.. He had 
shown his mettle five years before, 
when he had grappled with an armed 
burglar He had been awakened by the 
cries of his children, who occupied an 
adjoining bedroom and. upon rushing 
in to see what was wrong, blundered 
into an intruder Without a moment’s 
hesitation tor perhaps, without 
choice). Pidwell grabbed the burglar, 
at tne same time shouting to his house 
guest. Rev E Robson, for assistance. 
But. before Robson could reach his 
side, the intruder pulled a six-shooter, 
aimed it point-blank at Pidwell. and 
fired. Miraculously, he missed. As 
Pidwell struggled to disarm him, and 
Robson reached the scene, the 
burglar recocked his weapon, placed 
it to the reverend’s head, and 
squeezed the trigger for a second 
time Again, thanks to Pidwells fran¬ 
tic efforts, and the darkness, he 
missed. 

Throughout both attempts at 
murder. Pidwell had refused to sur¬ 
render his hold and. when John Jr. 
charged to their assistance, the three 
men were at last able to wrestle the 
assailant to the floor, when they 
bound him head and foot. “Too much 
praise,” marvelled the Colonist, 
cannot be accorded to the Messrs. 
Pidwell and Mr Robson for Jheir 
courage in retaining hold of the 
prisoner at the risk of their lives.” 


Over the years. Pidwell had con¬ 
tinued his interest in public affairs, 
having worked towards the union of 
the colonies of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia. By 1867. he was ac¬ 
tively promoting BC.’s entry into 
Canadian Confederation a goal he did 
not live to see attained as. on July 15. 
John T. Pidwell. business 
entrepreneur, public-spirited citizen, 
family man — and horseman met with 
tragedy on the road to Esquimau. 

The tragedy began with the depar¬ 
ture from Victoria of three men in 
their two-horse buggy, en route to Es¬ 
quimau to board the San Francisco 
bound steamship. Idaho, with impor¬ 
tant government despatches. As the 
steamer s hour of departure was 
near, the threesome urged their 
horses along at a gallop 

Reluctantly, the Idaho’s master 
consented to wait another five 
minutes. At this. John Pidwell. who 
was at dockside, and aware of the 
captain’s impatience, mounted his 
fast horse and. putting spurs to his 
mount, charged along the Esquimau 
Road with the “expressed design of 
meeting the buggy and hurrying it 
along ’ 

“The wind was blowing fresh from 
the south.” according to the 110-year- 
old account, “raising a cloud of dust 
in the street and rendering it difficult 
to discern objects for any great dis¬ 
tance. Just as Mr Pidwell had 
reached the Esquimalt Road at the 
point where it intersects with the 
main street of Esquimalt. the buggy 
with its despatches turned the cor¬ 
ner.” 

At the buggy's reins was W. G. 
Bowman, who. due to the force of the 
wind and the sting of the dust, was 
driving with his back to the gale, and 
with his vision accordingly restricted 
Charging toward the buggy, on his 
speedy mount, was John Pidwell, who 
was holding his hat on his head with 
one hand, which, with the dust, also 
served to impair his vision. 

Seconds later, the rider galloped 


full-tilt into the oncoming carriage, 
the force of the collision shattering 
the front of the carriage, bringing 
Pidwells horse to the ground, and 
hurtling the astonished rider from his 
saddle With a sickening thtfd Pidwell 
struck the front wheel with his head, 
which was “fractured in a most 
shocking manner.” and landed under 
the team's hooves. 

“Mr. Bowman, who acted with 
great presence of mind throughout, 
leaped from his carnage and suc¬ 
ceeded in preventing his own horses 
from running away, and thereby 
saved his passengers from at least 
serious injury Mr Bowman escaped 
with a few bruises ” 

But poor Pidwell fared con¬ 
siderably worse and was carried, un¬ 
conscious. into a nearby home. There, 
despite every attention of Drs. Ash. 
Haggin and Tnmble. he died an hour 
later without regaining consciousness 
— just as his grief-stricken wife 
reached his side 

One of those who had witnessed the 
fatal accident (the injuries to 
Pidwells horse were never given) 
had been Gov Frederick Seymour, 
who directed his private secretary to 
remain at the scene and to render 


whatever aid possible That very 
evening, Coroner A. F. Pemberton, 
acting with “great promptitude.” 
held an inquest, the jury as promptly 
rendering a verdict of accidental 
death. 

Two days after the accident. 
Pidwell was interred in Pioneer 
Cemetery his funeral being one of the 
largest ever held in the city, and being 
attended by most prominent citizens 
Dean Cridge paid glowing tribute to 
the popular pioneer: 

“As a citizen, he was respectable 
and respected, as a husband and 
father, kind and indulgent His home 
was his world — his earthly paradise 
— wherein he passed his hours of 
leisure, and upon which he lavished 
his means to beautify and render it 
comfortable 

Those who knew him in private 
life, with his family around him. saw 
all his noblest and best traits of 
character in full play. Towards 
children he was especially tender, and 
even sought to interest and instruct 
those with whom he came in contact 
He has been taken without warning 
from all he held dear on earth to 
habit, we trust and believe, another 
and a better world. ’

fishermen were being winched up the tramway to 
the warmth and safety of the light station. 

After the gale had blown itself out. the sur¬ 
vivors found their missing partner’s body in a kelp 
bed close to shore. Crane also hailed from distant 
Harbor Grace. Newfoundland He was taken off the 
island a week later in a coffin fashioned by his ship¬ 
mates from storage shelves donated by the light 
keeper 


A year later the station was abandoned 
If other small fishing vessels have ended their 
days on the island’s shores since then, no human 
hand has been there to offer assistance. 

Today the island is a landmark — in clear 
weather — for some of the salmon trollers 
operating out of Bull Harbor and Quatsino Sound 
A few halibut boats still set gear near its shores 
and once in a while a fisherman may drop anchor in 
the bay where. 60 years ago. the .Madeline Dyke 


came to grief and the Galiano’s crewmen raced to 
land supplies before sailing away to keep their ap¬ 
pointment with death. 

Man's brief intrusion with the light which once 
flashed from the crest of Triangle Island — 
sometimes with far-ranging clarity but more often 
into a blanket of fog or cloud — is now remembered 
as one brief though eventful episode in the recent 
history of the British Columbia coast

And, so fortunately, the weather had now improved 
and even the sun was able to be present and glint off 
the diamonds in the crown. 

Well, no more now than to wait for the crowds 
to clear and to walk to the train, no rain then for¬ 
tunately But on the journey home we looked from 
train windows onto village squares where outdoor 
community teas beneath improvised roofs told of 


hard work to make the long-awaited Coronation 
teas possible, some looked decidedly damp’ 

Before closing I must mention one other 
memory that will long remain, one that had none of 
the color of that splendid day yet was impressive 
for its simplicity, dignity and dutifulness — this is 
of the few moments during the lunch break when 
what seemed like hundreds o^ondon police, blue 
uniforms relieved only by here and there, a row of 
medals, marched by in fours as they (I imagine) 
( hanged shifts. What a heavy job must have been 
theirs during all that Coronation week while London 
was so full.

\et demanding career/' She 
describes some of the* changes 
from its beginnings to the present 
dn>. 

Flight Service Direc tor I/>rraine Tocheri oi Air 
Panada talked with me in her hotel suite here. She 
was born in Thunder Bay Ontario, has been with 
\ir Canada for eight years, is based in Vancouver, 
hut lives in Richmond. 

Miss Tocheri said i was working for the Bell 
Telephone Company in Thunder Bay when I got the 
opportunity to travel to Sault Saint Marie by Air 
Panada on business The life of an airlines 
stewardess fascinated me. and the anticipated 
glamor spurred me to apply.” 

Due to a long waiting list it was 18 months 
before she was acc epted for the training school in 
Montreal, which gives a five-week course My 
first five years were Winnipeg-based, and my last 
tin ee to date were in Vancouver I was promoted t<» 
my present position of flight service director in 
August. 1974. She said that the current name tor air 
stewardess is now flight attendant, a term which 
applies to both sexes 

High school graduation is necessary, hut 
although French and other languages are an asset 
they are not mandatory'. She herself can speak both 
French and Spanish Formerly an air stewardess 
had to ho a trained nurse, but not so 
today However, an extensive first aid course is 
given to ail cabin personnel, including, if necessary 
the delivery of a baby 

Psychology is not taught in the formal sense 
hut the experience gained by dealing with the public 
before one joins the airline is invaluable. The com 
. panv prefers those who have w’orked in a public 
• opacity for awhile after high school graduation, 
because they are more adaptable to aircrew' work 

One must he 18 years old or over, most are in

their twenties, and there are some in their fifties 
The retirement age is 60 years. 

A high standard of health is necessary, and 
weight should be in proportion to height, which 
ranges in female attendants from five-feet-two in 
dies to five-feet-10. But for males the rules are 
more flexible. (Hasses are not permitted on initial 
hiring, though corrective vision can bo instituted 
later with bi-foeals. Innoculations are given when 
necessary. 

To help air crews solve the problem of jet lag. 
the airlim*s give them a compulsory rest period of 
24 hours when they return to their home base 

I was told that female flight attendants when 
thev marry are allowed to stay on their jobs, and it 
itiid when they become pregnant they must obtain 
leave of absense after their fourth month. They arc* 
permitted to return to work two months after the 
birth of the child Also, cabin personnel, if they wish 
t«» discontinue flying, may obtain ground positions 
with their airline, such as passenger agents, or 
reservations clerks. 

Asked what were the spec ific duties of a flight 
service director. Miss Tocheri replied Basically. 
I am in charge of cabin personnel, and I work as a 
liaison between the cabin and cockpit crews I am 
available on the Boeing 747s and the Izickheed 101 Is 
also, to respond to any eventualities that may arise 
for both passengers and crew. (Among other things 
Hu* seems to be a public relations officer, i Miss 
Tocheri said the Boeing 747s carry 365 passengers 
and 15 cabin attendants, not counting the cockpit 
crew 

,How would you handle a situation where a 
drunk and disorderly person could cause possible 
danger to the passengers or plane 0 and how would 
you discourage an unduly familiar male pas¬ 
senger?" 

Miss Tocheri replied "In every situating the 
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lliglrt attendant must use his or her discretion 
Improper conduct among the passengers rarely 
happens, hut when it does, the flight attendant must 
tactfully and quietly try to talk the person out of it 
She said there has been much less disorderly con luct 
among air passengers in recent years than then* 
was before the tightening of flight security and due 
to the closer baggage search a passenger has no op 
portunity to smuggle extra liquor aboard. However, 
it the flight attendants see that someone has had too 
much to drink, they must refuse to serve him more 
Miss Tocheri continued "In the erase ol a possi¬ 
ble emergency' landing the flight attendants must 
again use their descretion.’ and could have been 
aware of the situation before it became necessary 
, to warn the passengers." 

Were you taught any kind of elementary fly¬ 
ing such as how to land a plane safely if ail the 
pilots were dead" (This is highly improbable, 
though not impossible. > 

No. w-as the reply, but we are instructed as 
to the procedure to follow in the case ot an in 
capacitated pilot On all planes the captain is ac- 
companted by at least one other pilot On overseas 
flights there are several 

"Have any of our Canadian planes been hi¬ 
jacked"" 1 asked Tlie answer was 

Yes I recall a case of a few years ago when 
due to the alertness of the captain and his crew all 
passengers and personnel returned home safely " 
She declined further comment on the subject, 
say ing that this was the dnly time it had happened, 
and that she herself \vas ndt on board. 

"(’an you tell me." I asked, “of any experience 
you have had in the air that could be described as an 
adventure, or narrow escape?” 

Miss Tocheri replied: “Luckily, all my eight 
years with Air Canada have been uneventful in 
regard to serious emergencies, although once we 
did have an emergency landing in Winnipeg. W had 
blown a tire on a Boeing 747 on takeoff in Toronto 


We briefed our passengers for this but it was ac¬ 
complished safely and without incident 

Miss Tocheri could not recall any humorous in 
< idents- while in flight, but she named some oi the 
more glamorous countries and cities she had had 
opportunities to visit. She mentioned the following 
Rio do Janeiro. Brazil. Nairobi. Kenya. Johan¬ 
nesburg. South Africa. Salisbury and Victoria Falls. 
Rhodesia. Also London. England. Frankfurt. West 
Germany. Nassau. Barbados, and the Bahamas 
She has also travelled extensively on the North 
American continent She was impressed most of a)l 
bv the magnificence of Rio dc Janeiro and the* Vic¬ 
toria Falls. Rhodesia 

I have met many interesting passengers, she 
said, including such (Canadian! celebrities as Bob¬ 
by Hull. Jose Feliciano. Barbara Frum. Nancy 
Green. Gordie Tapp, and many well-known politi¬ 
cians Only this morning, on the plane coming over 
N* Victoria. I was pleasantly surprised when 
Premier Bill Bennett sat next to me 

Is the life of a flight attendant really as 
glamorous as is generally supposed" and what, l 
asked, "in vour opinion are the greatest rewards 
and satisfactions of this profession?" 

"No." was the reply, "it is not nearly as 
glamorous as people think, though it can lx* a very 
rewarding career, and one that l highly recommend 
to those wdio have the qualifications. We have an op 
portunity to see many parts of the world, to ex¬ 
perience the customs of different races, and to 
share the anticipations and anxieties of passengers 
of all types, ages, and all walks of life A flight at 
tendant must have, not only a pleasing personality 
hut a genuine* interest in people . 

Lorraine Tocheri flashed one of herorigbt 
gmiles. rose, and announced that she must catch a 
plane back to Vancouver. I asked her to give me her 
most important advice to future applicants. She 
said: "I advise them to first consider the pros and 
cons of a very demanding career " 
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
